East Richard Murphy expressed 
the Reagan administration's 
belief that even if the Iran-Iraq 
war is solved peacefully soon, 
. . 1 Kuwait will still be faced with 
m: potential threats that will make 
, 7 (he sale accessary. 

Process 

“The government of Kuwait 
~ has clearly demonstrated its 
determination to protect its 
territory, particularly over the 
last 18 months.” he noted. 

But in addition, he said if the 
United States were able, as 
anticipated, to drawdown its 
naval forces as the peace process 



takes hold, “it will be even more 
important for moderate states to 
be their own first line of defence. 

“Kuwait has indicated it fully 
intends to take up that respon- 
sibility and wishes to do so with 
help from us," Murphy said. 
“This attests to the improved 
political relations which have 
resulted from the close co-opera- 
tion of the past year or so, par- 
ticularly in the military field." 

The senior State Department 
official said Kuwait wants an 
advanced aircraft that wOl meet 
its needs in the next century. 

“We were the first choice of all 
potential suppliers of the new air- 
craft Kuwait will order this year. 

Indicated 

“But as Kuwait's Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister 
Sheikh Saad AI Abdullah A! 
Sabah indicated (on his recent 
visit to Washington) has stated:. 
'When we cannot or will not sell 
needed defensive equipment to 
our friends, their requirements 
do not disappear’." 

Both in his prepared statement 
and in response to' questions by 
several Congressmen, Murphy 
explained the importance of the 
Congress approving the arms 


package to Kuwait, which he 
stressed must remain 
“integrated” and must include 
the Maverick missiles since oth- 
erwise Kuwait might go else- 
where for its arms purchases. 

He reminded Congressmen 
that “We do not have a mono- 
poly on sophisticated weapons 
systems. Our friends will seek 
similar systems elsewhere ... 
They are only too willing and 
able to accommodate would-be 
purchasers." 

Murphy said the recently 
announced arms agreement bet- 
ween Britain and Saudi Arabia is 
a “concrete reminder that the 
Arab Gulf states have and will 
exercise alternatives in meeting 
their defence needs, if their first 
choice, the United States, 
declares itself- unavailable to 
them." 

Difficult 

The US unwillingness, he 
added, also undermines US 
credibility in the region — “mak- 
ing it more difficult, not less, to 
deal with Iran and Iraq in the new 
circumstances created by Iran's 
acceptance of (UN Resolution) 
598." 

“It would undermine our 


national interests in the Gulf 
region over the long-term as well 
as have an immediate negative 
impact upon relations with 
Kuwait," said Murphy. 

He outlined the various 
threats that Kuwait has been fac- 
ing and could also possibly face 
in the future. He noted that the 
arms sale will not be implemen- 
ted before 1992. 

In response to a Congress- 
man's question, Murphy said he 
did not expect Kuwait to seek 
Soviet planes in case of rejection 
by the US Congress. He said it is 
most likely Kuwait will go to 
either France or Britain for its 
arms purchases. 

Influence 

But he warned Congress thaL 
“with each loss of a sale, we do 
lose influence and it is not just 
influence over the military..." 

In response to another ques- 
tion about the efficacy of the sale 
to a country as small as Kuwait. 
Murphy replied: 

“■nicy obviously expect thai 
by keeping a modern air defence 
that in itself will be deterrence to 
those that would like to aggress 
against Kuwait in the future.. .it 
is a question of deterrence..."

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UN condemns hostage-taking 


UNITED -NATIONS,- -July 29. 
(AP): The Security Council 
today unanimously condemned 
politically motivated kidnap- 
pings in the Middle East and 
appealed for the immediate 
release of a US military officer 
abducted while on UN duty in 
Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, Iran said it is con- 
centrating on ending the Gulf 
war. not freeing hostages. 

Assured • 

In a brief resolution, the coun- 
cil said it already has “condem- 
ned unequivocally" all acts of 
hostage-taking and abduction 
and called for immediate release 
of all hostages “wherever and by 
whomever they are being held." 

The resolution, adopted by a 
vote of 1 5-0. made no mention of 
the pro-Iranian extremists who 
abducted Ll Col William R. Hig- 


gins in February. But it called 
upon UN members “to use their 
influence in any way possible to 
promote implementation" of its 
appeal for his freedom. 

Higgins’ wife, Robin, was 
present in the council chambers 
after a meeting with Secretary- 
Genera! Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
who assured her: “I am making a 
constant effort to obtain his 
release.” 

The secretary-general has 
appealed to Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Velayati for 
Tehran to use its influence with 
the Islamic fundamentalist cap- 
tors loyal to Iran to gain the 
release of Higgins and other hos- 
tages in Lebanon. 

"1 want to express my concern 
to you," Perez de Cuellar told 
Mrs Higgins. ‘We also admire 
your courage." 


The vote and meeting came a 
day after Iran said it had no plans 
to confer with Jesse Jackson 
about pursuing the release of 
nine Americans held hosLage in 
Lebanon. 

Iranian Ambassador Moham- 
mad Ja'afar Mahallati said yes- 
terday his country’s Foreign 
Minister, Ali Akbar Velayati. 
"doesn't have a mandate to 
embark on anything other than 
implementation of the Security 
Council Resolution 598"- 

Mahallati said Velayati would 
"indeed not” see Jackson, the 
former US presidential can- 
didate, who said he wanted such 
a meeting. 

Earlier yesterday, Jackson 
telephoned Perez de Cuellar 
about the hostages and asked 
him to convey a message to 
Velayati, UN officials said. 


US suspends 
co-operation 
with Qatar 
over Stingers 

WASHINGTON, July 29, (AP): 
The United States has suspended 
military and economic co-opera- 
tion with Qatar to protest against 
the Gulf sheikhdoms unauth- 
orized acquisition of anti-air- 
craft Stinger missiles, US 
diplomats said. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy said the susp- 
ension would remain in place 
until Qatar returns the missiles to 
the United States. 

“What we have done is to place 
on hold a number of agreements 
that were under consideration," 
Murphy fold the House of 
Representatives subjwramittee 
on Europe and the Middle East. 

“We consider it very much in 
the interests of developing the 
solid relationship with Qatar 
that those missiles be returned 
soonest. And we’ve made that 
very clear," he added. 

Murphy himself made an 
official protest when he visited 
Qatar’s capital’ of Doha. 

Another official, speaking on 
condition he not be named, said 
Qatar had been. seeking several 
military and economic 
agreements with the United 
States. “We told them everything 
is frozen," he added. 

US officials want to get the 
Stingers back in order to see their 
serial numbers and determine 
where Qatar got them from. The 
United States first teamed of the 
Stingers’ presence in Qatar last 
March, when an embassyofficial 
saw one of the rockets in telev- 
ision footage of a military 
parade. 


US-Saudi relations 
strong, says official 


WASHINGTON, July 29. ( AP): 
The US State Department 
offered conciliatory remarks to 
Saudi Arabia yesterday, follow- 
ing pointed remarks by King 
Fahd that his country would seek 
weapons wherever it can get 
them. 

Relations with the Saudis 
“remain close and strong,” said 
State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman. 

“The US relationship with 
Saudi Arabia is the product of 
half a century of evolving lies,” 
he added. 

Fahd was q noted as saying in a 
speech to National Guard and 
defence officials earlier this week 
that Saudi Arabia “is not lied to 
anyone and does not lake part in 


any pact that forces upon it any 
sort of obligations.” 

If countries sell arms to Saudi 
Arabia, they do so for money, he 
was quoted as saying. “So. if 
things become complicated with 
a certain country we will find 
other countries, regardless of 
whether they are Eastern or Wes- 
tern." 

7116 comments were a clear 
reference to the Saudi decision to 
negotiate a $30-billion deal with 
Britain for tanks, jet fighters and 
munitions, following several 
rejections by the US Congress of 
previous arms deals. 

Saudi Arabia has also bought 
surface-to-surface missiles from 
China in a deal kept secret from 
the United Scales.

Rebels stopped, 
claims Tehran 


MANAMA, July 29. (Agencies!: 
A top Iranian cleric said today an 
Iraqi-based rebel force which 
penetrated deep inside Iran this 
week was stopped outside the 
provincial capital Bakhta ran. 

Tehran Radio monitored in 
Bahrain quoted Parliament 
Speaker. Akbar Has hem i Raf- 
sanjani as saying the Iranian 
regular Army and Revolution- 
ary Guards "smashed” the Iraq- 
based rebels 22 miles (35 km) 
from Bakina ran or Kerman- 
shah. 

In Baghdad, the National 
Liberation Army (NLA) of Iran 
said they pulled back from 
Karand and nearby Eslamabad 
some 350 miles (560 km) south- 
west of Tehran, after being in 
"complete control” over the two 
towns for 72 hours. 

The official Islamic Republic 
News Agency said Iranian 
troops “liberated” Eslamabad 
and Karand, along with “tens” 
of nearby villages, and were 
advancing on Sar-c-Pol Zahab 
and Gilan Gharb. in the same 
area. 

A statement by the Iraq-based 
NLA telexed to Bahrain said its 
forces “gradually began to 
return to their bases” after with- 
drawing from the battle over- 
night. 

The statement did not explain 


why the NLA withdrew from the 
battlefield after three days of 
heavy combat. 

A communique issued yester- 
day by Iraq’s mililary said its 
warplanes were bombing I ranian 
military airfields in the area, 
which is on the central war front. 

Baghdad's daily war commun- 
ique said Iraqi planes and 
helicopters inflicted severe losses 
on the Iranians in flying 239 suc- 
cessful missions. 

They destroyed two Iranian 
helicopters on the ground east of 
Shahabad and bombed the 
helicopter port at Kermanshah, 
about 120 km (90 mites) inside 
Iran on the central front, it said. 

An earlier Iraqi military 
statement repeated that the Iraqi 
Army was pulling out of Iranian 
territory on the central front. 

Guards minister 
arrested 

BEIRUT. July 29, (AP): Iran’s 
Revolutionary Guards Minister, 
Mohsen Rafiq Dosu has been in 
aTehran prison for the past three 
weeks, the Beirut newspaper .Ad 
Diyar reported yesterday. 

The newspaper, based in East 
Beirut, said the order for Dost’s 
arrest was issued by Hashemi 
Rafsanjani. the powerful 
Speaker of Iran’s Parliament. 


Iranians fire on 
Kuwaiti boats, kill 3 


IRANIAN gunboats fired on 
Kuwaiti fishing boats in the nor- 
thern Gulf last Saturday killing 
three Egyptian fishermen. Lhe 
president of the Kuwaiti Fisher- 
men's Federation said. 

Abdulaziz Bu Rashid said, 
four boats were fishing in inter- 
national waters north of the 
Kuwaiti island of Awha, 35 km 
(22 miles) from the mainland. 

But Bu Rashid said the fisher- 
men decided to go there after 
they heard of Iran’s acceptance 
on July 18 of a UN-brokered 
ceasefire. He said the Iranians 


wounded three other Egyptians 
in the attack and seized two oft he 
Kuwaiti boats. There were nine 
fishermen in the boats. 

The Interior Ministry repor- 
ted a similar incident earlier this 
month when it said Iranian gun- 
boats seized three Kuwaiti fish- 
ing boats. 

in Cairo, a Foreign Ministry 
statement said Egypt’s ambas- 
sador at the United Nations, 
Abdel Halim Badawi. was ins- 
tructed to raise the Iranian 
“aggression” with Secretary- 
General Perez de Cuellar. 


Gulf truce talks 
moving ‘in the 
right direction’ 


UNITED NATIONS, July 29. 
(Agencies): Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar denied 
today his Iran-Iraq peace talks 
were deadlocked and said he was 
very pleased because “things are 
moving in the right direction.” 

He told reporters as he arrived 
at UN headquarters he would 
have another meeting during the 
day with Iranian Foreign Mini- 
ster Ali Akbar Velayati. 

He said he would also see Iraqi 
Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz if 
he found that necessary. 

Asked by a reporter if the 
talks, which began on Tuesday, 
were deadlocked, he replied: 
“The talks are not ... I’ll keep 
trying until the end, and theendis 
very far. 

Pleased 

“I think that we are. on the 
contrary, working in a very 
positive manner. 1 am very, very 
pleased because I think that 
things are moving, and moving in 
the right direction.” 

Iraq insists on direct talks with 
Iran before a ceasefire, and Iran 
insists on a ceasefire before it will 
consider a face-to-face meeting. 

The UN chief said discussions 
continue on the issue of direct 
talks. “I think at some stage 
direct talks are indispensable.” 
he said. 

Heacknowledged (here was an 
impasse when asked if he had a 
formula to break the deadlock. 

“I'm working on that,” he 
said. 

Iranian Ambassador Moham- 
mad Ja'afar Mahallati told 
reporters who asked about direct 


talks: “We will maintain our 
position. We will not accept any 
preconditions (for direct talks). 
No step can be taken before a 
ceasefire... 

“Accepting lUN ceasefire) 
Resolution 598 has been the last 
flexibility by thelslamic Republic 
oflran.” 

Perez de Cuellar said he hopes 
Iranian officials “are reflecting 
on the possibility of ha vingdirect 
talks at some stage.” but said he 
cannot compel Lhe two sides to 
do so if Iran islinwilling. 

The Iraqi mission insisted that 
“given the Iranian duplicity and 
bad faith, peace can only be 
achieved through direct face-to- 
face negotiations" under UN 
auspices. It said that Iraq's goal 
was lasting peace and not just a 
ceasefire. 

Perez de Cuellar remonstra ted 
with reporters who, noting he 
had already seen Velayati three 
limes and Aziz twice, asked why 
he only had a definite appoint- 
ment with the Iranian. 

Supervision 

Turkey has accepted a United 
Nations proposal to send officers 
to a UN ceasefire supervision 
group for the observance of a 
truce to be agreed between Iran 
and Iraq, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said today. 

In Oslo, the Defence Ministry 
said that Norway is willing to 
send 1 5 officers. 

A team of UN truce experts 
arrived in Baghdad today for 
talks with Iraqi officials on tech- 
nical details of the ceasefire in the 
war with Iran, diplomats said. 


Longest shish kebab 


MUSCAT, July 29. (AP): A 
Muscat hotel has won the record 
for the world's longesL shish 
kebab, it was announced here 
yesterday. 

The Ruwi Novotel cooked a 
139.9-melre (459-foot) kebab, a 
feat now officially recognised by 
the Guinness Book of Records, 
according to the hotel executives. 

Hotel manager Georges Sir- 
guey. who thought up the idea of 
cooking the longest “Turkish- 
Moghlai” kebab in history, said: 


“We are absolutely thrilled.” 

Sirguey said many people 
laughed when at first hearing 
about what his hotel set about 
doing. 

“Well, it has been worth the 
effort," he commented. “It was a 
great team event. We feel very 
proud that the Guinness Book of 
Records has recognised it." 

The 150-Kilogram (330-lb) 
kebab was cooked over 1,800 
kilograms ( 3,960 lbs) of charcoal 
on a giant barbecue. 


Polls will 
not be fair: 
Benazir 

KARACHI. Pakistan, July 29. 
(Reuter): Pakistani opposition 
leader Benazir Bhutto said yes- 
terday general elections called by 
President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq for Nov 16 would not be 
conducted fairly. 

”The elections will not be 
fair," she told a reception 
celebraiin g her receipt earl ier this 
month of Austria's Bruno 
Kriesky prize for services lo 
human rights. 

Benazir, head of the Pakistan 
People's Party, also criticised 
Zia's derision lo ban political 
parties from nominating can- 
didates in the elections. 

He has said they could back 
people standing as individuals 
but the ban means parly sym- 
bols. essentia! in a country where 
illiteracy is widespread, will not 
appear on ballot papers. 

Opposition parties say they 
are planning to challenge Zia’s 
decision before the supreme 
court. 

“We cannot say yes to every 
illegal action,” Benazir said.

Israeli delegation arrives in Moscow 


MOSCOW, July 29, (Agencies): 
A Soviet spokesman said yester- 
day the visit of an /sraeiiconsuiar 
team lo Moscow was unrelated 
to the question of diplomatic 
links between the two slates, 
broken offin 1967. 

But the Israeli team hoped the 
visit will lead lo restoration of 
lies. 

Soviet Foreign Ministry spok- 
esman Vadim Perfilyev said (he 
five-member Israeli group, 
arrived here last evening, would 
deal only with technical ques- 
tions at the Israeli interests' sec- 
tion of the Dutch embassy. 

“This visit is not related to the 


problem of Soviei-lsraeli rela- 
tions, just as the visit of our 
Soviet consular group to Israel 
has no connection to titis ques- 
tion." Peril lye* said- “They will 
be handling technical matters." 

Mission 

The Israeli delegation met 
today with colleagues from (he 
Israeli interests' section of Lhe 
Dutch embassy at the start of its 
mission. 

A spokesman for the Dutch 
embassy said the Israeli group 
would spend much of their first 
day on the job being briefed by 
Dutch diplomats who have 


represented Israeli Interests in 
the Soviet Union. 

“We are finally here.” Meron 
Gordon, head of lhe delegation 
of five diplomats, said on arrival 
yesterday al Moscow’s 
Sheremetyevo airport. 

It was the first rclurn of Israeli 
diplomats to Moscow since the 
Kremlin cul ties with lhe Jewish 
stale in 1967 during the six-day 
war in which lhe SovieLs' Arah 
allies were trounced. 

"The delegation is happy to be 
here.” Gordon said. “This is the 
first step in what we hope is a 
process lhai will lead to full nor- 
malisation of relations.” 


The Kremlin’s 1967 severance 
of relations with Israel has 
prevented Moscow from assum- 
ing a peacemaking role in the 
Middle East. 

The Israeli delegation is on a 
reciprocal visit and Perfilyev said 
he “could not say” how long the 
delegation will be in Moscow. Its 
arrival had been delayed because 
the Kremlin did not want to look 
soft on Israel during the Arab 
rioting in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

The Israeli embassy has been 
kept vacant since ties were sus- 
pended and recently underwent a 
major renovation. 


India to get 
two Soviet 
reactors 

NEW DELHI, July 29, ( Reuter): 
1 ndia is expected to sign an agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union later 
(his year lo acquire two 1000- 
megawaii light water nuclear 
power reactors, a government 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The spokesman said details of 
(he cost, funding and location of 
the nuclear reactors were still 
being discussed but ihe 
agreement was expected to be 
signed in November or Decem- 
ber when Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev visits India. 

The Soviet Union is India's 
major arms supplier but it has 
never before sold a nuclear reac- 
tor lo India. 

At present India has five reac- 
tors with an installed capacity of 
1.230 megawatts, it plans to set 
up 10 more capable of generating 
a total of 10,000 megawatts by 
lhe year 2000.

Syrian 

soldiers 

killed 

BEIRUT. July 29, (Reuter): An 
unidentified gunman killed two 
Syrian soldiers near a Syrian- 
manned checkpoint in West 
Beirut, security sources and wit- 
nesses said today. 

They said the gunman, clad in 
military fatigues like those used 
by the Lebanese Army, shotdead 
the soldiers last night using a gun 
fitted with a silencer. The two 
Syrians died instantly, about 200 
metres from the checkpoint. 

Syrian soldiers brandishing 
automatic rifles and rockets 
immediately sealed-oJTlhe comi- 
che Mazraa area where the sol- 
diers were shot. 

Meanwhile, at the United 
Nations, the Security Council 
unanimously extended today by 
six months the presence of a UN 
peacekeeping force in southern 
Lebanon. 

Thatcher trip 

LONDON, July 29. ( AP): Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher 
leaves today on a 1 2-day visit to 
Australia and five other coun- 
tries. aimed mainly at marking 
the 200th anniversary of 
European settlement in Aus- 
tralia. 

Mrs Thatcher, who was spend- 
ing tonight in Bahrain, was also 
due to go to Oman and Sin- 
gapore en route to Australia, and 
to pay official visits to Malaysia | 
a nd Thailand on t he way home. : 

In Oman tomorrow. Mrs 
Thatcher was expected to pursue 
the possible sale of British-made 
Javelin missiles, officials said. In 
her 9-year tenure. Britain has 
more than double its exports of 
arms to Oman. 

Indian fruits 

NEW DELHI, July 29, 
(KUNA): India ranks second in 
the world among fruit and 
vegetable producing countries. 

Giving this information in 
Parliament. Indian Minister of 
Food Processing Jagdish Tytler 
said more than 23 million tonnes 
of frujL and 43 million tonnes of 
vegetables are produced 
annually tn the country. 

30,000 held illegally 

BEIJING, July 29, (Reuter): 
China sat'd its police Force 
illegally detained more than 
30,000 people in 1987 but added 
that its record on prisoners' 
rights was improving. 


Despite criticism by PLO official 

Abu Sharif repeats his call for 
Palestinian-lsraeli co-existence 


BAGHDAD, July 29, (AP): The 
chief spokesman for PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat yesterday 
repeated his call for Palestinian- 
lsraeli co-existence, despite new 
criticism by a senior PLO 
official. 

The spokesman, Bassam Abu 
Sharif, said the PLO’s longstand- 
ing proposal to eventually 
replace Israel with a “democratic 
secular state'* of Arabs and Jews 
remains a dream that both sides 
might eventually accept. 

Proposal 

“But talking about concrete 
political proposals within the 
present balance of forces ... we 
are talking about a Palestinian 
stale and Israel, their security 
guaranteed by an international 
conference in which the five per- 
manent membere of the UN 
Security Council would par- 
ticipate,'' he said in an interview 
with the Associated Press. 

Abu Sharif made a similar 
proposal in a statement released 


during the June Arab summit 
conference in Algiers. Its timing, 
and sometimes its content, have 
been attacked by radical factions 
in the PLO, as well as several 
officials of the mainstream Fatah 
faction fed by Arafat. 

The latest criticism came yes- 
terday from the head of the Arab 
Liberation Front, a relatively 
small. Iraqi-backed PLO faction 
allied with Arafat. 

Abdulrahim Ahmad, a mem- 
ber of the PLO executive com- 
mittee, said Abu Sharif's article 
had been “harmful to the Pales- 
tinian political strategy and 
course of action.*’ 

In an interview published by 
A1 Thawra, the official daily of 
Iraq's ruling Baath Party.

Dukakis seeks workers’ vote 


FLINT, Mich, July 29, (Reuier): 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate Michael Dukakis, in a bid 
to win votes from industrial 
workers, is promising good jobs 
at good pay for all Americans. 

"This election is about Jobs," 
Dukakis said yesterday in spee- 
ches in Cleveland and Newark, 

, New Jersey, which kicked off a 
three-day. seven-state campaign 
swing. “And 1 mean good jobs at 
good wages.” 

In addition to Ohio, New Jer- 
sey and Michigan, the Massa- 
chusetts governor will visit Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Kentucky and 
North Carolina before returning 
to Boston tomorrow. 

The five eastern and midwes- 
teru states in America’s indus- 
trial heartland are considered 
crucial for Dukakis in Ms bid lo 
defeat Republican presidential 
candidate George Bush. 

All five states have large num- 
bers of union members and other 
workers who traditionally voted 
Democratic, but who deserted 
the party in the last two elections 
for President Reagan. 

Dukakis, citing the low unem- 


ployment rate in Massachusetts, 
says he can do the same for the 
rest of the country. 

“We want economic oppor- 
tunity for evey single citizen in 
America,” he said. 

He called for more investment 
in education, research and 
development and job training 
programmes to create more jobs 
and keep the economy growing. 

He also called on Reagan to 
sign a bill which would give 60 
days' advance notice of plant 
closing. 

Reagan has threatened to veto 
the bill, although some 
Republican leaders are urging 
him to change his mind on the 
politically sensitive issue.. 
Reagan must decide on the plant 
dosing bill by Aug 3.

Dukakis's vice presidential 
running-mate Lloyd Bentsen 
made a pitch in San Francisco 
yesterday for the labour vote, 
saying a Dukakis administration 
would raise the minimum wage.

The vice president, despite 
claims or being conservtive, is 
viewed suspiciouslyby members 
of the right who see him as part of 
the party's moderaie-to-liberaJ 
eastern establishment. 

This surfaced again as Bush 
aides said the vice-presidential 
selection process was now under 
way but that the choice would 
not be revealed until Bush is 
voted the party's presidential 
nominee in three weeks in New 
Orleans.

Shroud looks convincing 


LONDON, July 29, (Reuter): A 
British scientist testing the age of 
the Turin shroud, which many 
Catholics believe was Christ’s 
burial doth, said yesterday: “If 
this is a fake, it’s a very good 
one." 

Dr Boert Hedges, head of the 
dating unit at Oxford Univer- 
sity’s laboratory for archaeology ' 
and the history of art, added: “I 
have now a pretty good idea of 
what I think it is but I'm not 
going to say." 

Hedges said he saw the shroud 
in T urin and “it looked very con- 
vincing but it's quite hard to 
believe that it could survive that 
long.” 


The Oxford team, the last of 
three laboratories to test the 
shroud, is about halfway 
through the process and Hedges 
said it was going very smoothly. 

Like the Federal Institute of 
Technology in Zurich last week 
and the University of Arizona 
last month, Oxford University is 
using the carbon-dating method 
to try to determine the shroud's 
age. 

The results from the three 
laboratories will be analysed and 
co-ordinated by the British 
museum in London and announ- 
ced in Rome orTurin in Septem- 
ber or October.

Authorities reported on 
Thursday that police opened fire 
in the northern district of Myade, 
about 320 km north of Rangoon. 
They killed one man and injured 
five, afters! one-throwing rioters 
rampaged through the streets. 


Zia’s claim inaccurate, says Yaqub Khan 

Soviets not returning to Kabul 


WASHINGTON. July 29. 
(Reuter): Pakistani Foreign 
Minister Sahabzada Yaqub 
Khan recanted on Thursday his 
President’s claim that Soviet 
troops were being sent back to 
Afghanistan. 

Yaqub Khan, here for talks 
with US Secretary of State 
George Shultz to chart strategy 
during the Soviet pullout from 
Afghanistan, also said that once 
Soviet troops leave Afghanistan 
"the chips can fall where they 
may." 

Mistake 

The two men met at the State 
Department for private talks 
after Yaqub Khan said claims by 
Pakistani President Mohammed 
Zia-ul-Haq last week that Mos- 
cow was reintroducing troops 
into Afghanistan were based on 
mistaken information. 

Yaqub Khan, in an interview 
with the Washington Times, 
said: "The informal ion given to 
our President was inaccurate and 
further verification showed that 
there has been no increase of 


strength 3S had been 
indicated...” 

He told reporters after meet- 
ing Shultz Lhai the information, 
which came from a United 
Nations official, Benji Sevan, 
who had talks with Soviet 
officials in Kabul, was "a mis- 
take'' and the United States and 
Pakistan should now look 
beyond the Soviet withdrawal. 

Soviet Chief of Staff Marshal 
Sergei Akhromeyev had dismis- 
sed Zia’s assertion as "pure slan- 
der” and US officials accepted 
Akhromeycv's word. 

Afghan President NajibuJIah 
was quoted on Thursday as say- 
ing abouL half the Soviet troops 
in his country had already left 
under UN -mediated accords. 

The official Bakhtar news 
agency said he made the com- 
ment in remarks to a group of 
Afghan guerrillas visiting Kabul 
under government safe conduct 
guarantees to celebrate Eiti Al 
Adha. 

He told them there were no 
Soviet troops now in 19 of Afgh- 


anistan's 31 provinces. Bakhtar 
said. 

Bakhtar. monitored in 
Islamabad, quoted Najibullah as 
telling the group of 342 rebels the 
withdrawal was progressing "in 
conformity with the fixed time- 
frame." 

"Around half of the Soviet for- 
ces have already returned to the 
Soviet Union" he said. 

Rockets 

Afghan rebels fired 18 rockets 
at the eastern Afghan city of 
Jalalabad killing seven people 
and wounding six, the Soviet 
news agency Tass reported on 
Thursday. 

Two women and three chil- 
dren were among the dead, it 
said. 

In the past few days there were 
18 shellings and raids in six 
Afghan provinces, including 
Kabul province, the report said. 

Some people had been killed 
and others wounded, the report 
added. No figures were given. 

Meanwhile, a Soviet spokes- 


man on Thursday denied a 
Reuter report from Pakistan that 
three Soviet officers had been 
captured and another killed by 
anti-government rebels near 
Herat in western Afghanistan. 

"This report docs not corre- 
spond in any way to reality," 
Vadim Perfilyev of the Foreign 
Ministry told a news briefing. He 
said the ministry had checked 
with the Soviet Army command 
in Afghanistan which reported 
no such incident look place. 

The Reuter report, from 
Quetta, quoted a rebel field com- 
mander Mohammad Sarwar of 
the Jamiat-c-IsIami as saying on 
Wednesday that he had seen the 
three officers who he said had 
been captured while swimming in 
the Shindand area 80 km south of 
Herat. 

Perfilyev told the news brief- 
ing he was surprised that Reuters 
"uses such unverified and ques- 
tionable sources." 

He also hinted that Moscow 
might be ready to meet Afghan 
rebels about Soviet servicemen 
held by the insurgents. 


ICAO team 
in Iran to 
probe plane 
downing 

NICOSIA. July 29,( Reuter): 
Iran said a five-man team from 
the International Civil Aviation 
Organisation (ICAO) arrived in 
Tehran today to investigate the 
downing of an Iranian airliner by 
a US warship with the loss of 290 
lives. 

The Iranian news agency 
IRNA. said the team would visit 
the site where the Iran Air Airbus 
crashed on July 3 near Hangam 
Island al the Horm uz Strait in the 
entrance to the Gulf. 

Mistook 

It was hit by at least one missile 
fired by the US cruiser Vincennes 
while on a flight from Iran's 
southern port of Bandar Abbas 
to Dubai across the Gulf. 

Washington said the ship mis- 
took the plane for an Iranian 
F- 14 Tomcat fighter on an attack 
run. but Iran said it was a 
deliberate act and requested a 
probe by ICAO. 

The UN agency oversees 
safety of international' airlines ' 
and sets standards for civil avia- 
tion. • 

Iran also took the issue to the 
UN Security Council which on 
July 20 issued a resolution 
expressing deep regret over the 
loss of life but not condemning 
the United States. 

On Thursday, a US Defence 
Department spokesman said a 
US team of investigators had 
ended its probe of the incident 
and an unclassified version of its 
report would be released after it 
was studied by Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci. 


Jordan scraps W. Bank development plan 

Arafat to visit Amman shortly 


AMMAN, July 29. ( Reuter): Jor- 
dan expects PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat to visit Amman next week 
following the kingdom's can- 
cellation of its development plan 
for the occupied West Bank, a 
senior Jordanian official said. 

The official told local repor- 
ters Jordan also planned to dis- 
solve its lower house of 
parliament, whose 60 seats are 
equally shared by representatives 
from the East and West Banks. 

The official said ArafaL chair- 
man of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, would discuss the 
basis for future Palestinian rela- 
tions with Jordan, now- that the 
kingdom, had partially disen- 
gaged itself from the Israeli-held 
West Bank. 

The Jordanian government 
announced earlier on Thursday it 
was abandoning its development 
plan, launched in 1 986, because it 
wanted to allay suspicions aboui 


its motives. 

The official said Jordan was 
also willing to discuss with the 
PLO how 'the two sides could 
assist a seven-month-old Pales- 
tinian uprising in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

King Hussein invited Arafat to 
Amman in March, but the PLO 
chief has so far stayed away. 

Relations have been uneasy 
since the collapse in February 
1 9S6 of a Jordan-PLO accord on 
a joint approach to Middle East 
talks.

Political sources said cabinet 
changes to reduce the number of 
ministers from the West Bank 
were also planned. 

A cabinet statement, carried 
by the state-run news agency 
Petra, said Jordan had aban- 
doned the development plan in 


response io wishes expressed by 
Arafat at an Arab League sum- 
mit in Algiers in June. 

The PLO has long opposed the 
five-year development scheme as 
a strategy for boosting Amman's 
influence among Palestinians in 
the West Bank. 

The cabinet said it decided to 
cancel the plan after discussing 
how to "highlight Lhe Palestinian 
identity, allow the PLO to shoul- 
der its full responsibilities ... and 
end any misinterpretation of any 
effort Jordan makes to sustain 
the steadfastness of the Palestin- 
ian people under occupation." 

Diplomats say Jordan revi- 
ewed its policy partly because the 
Palestinian uprising in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip has eroded 
pro- Jordanian sentiment there. 

Jordaaian political sources 
said King Hussein was weary of 
being accused of trying to com- 
pete with the PLO for support. 


Kim urges US to help reunite Korea 


TOKYO. July 29. (UPI): In a 
continuing dipTonTatTc offensive.

States to help reunite Korea, and 
the North Korean parliament 
called for direct talks with US 
Congress, the official (North) 
Korean Central News Agency 
reported today.

UNRWA teams hu^-e laun- 
ched what they called "a cleaning 
campaign” to encourage 
thousands of refugees, who fled 
the latest round of warfare bet- 
ween ri\a! Palestinian factions. 
la return io their Beirut shanties. 

The agency's director in 
Lebanon, Frankc de Jonge. :i 
Dutchman, said on Thursday 
about 134 Palestinian families- 
have so far returned to their 
shacks in Shatiila. A larger num- 
ber went back to Bourj El Bar;-.i- 
neh. he said. 

Jonge said a similar campaign 
has been conducted i:i 10 oilier 
refugee camps throughout 
Lebanon. 

UNRWA personnel were seen 
on Thursday pa tchi ng up h • i n 
Shatiila caused by shells and 
rockets.

UK to review naval presence after ceasefire takes hold 


LONDON. July 29. (KUNA): 
Britain's Defence Secretary 
George Younger has said that an 
end to the Iran-lraq war would 
be a “major event for the Middle 
East*' and it would lead to 
positive developments in the 
region. 

In an interview with KUNA, 
Younger reiterated that Britain 
was “very pleased indeed with 
Iran's decision to accept the UN 
Security Council Resolution 
598." 

The minister pointed out “we 
were surprised, but pleased when 
we heard about the Iranian 
move." 

Optimism 

He noted that the Iranians 
have become “war weary" and 
expressed the hope that the UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar would soon get an 
agreed basis for a ceasefire in the 
Gulf. 

The minister voiced optimism 
about the prospects of peace in 
the area, but in the meantime 
indicated that the British naval 
task force, the Annilla patrol, 
would continue its work until 
“we see the effect of a ceasefire. 

“If this is a genuine ceasefire 
and no hostilities take place, then 
wc would clearly review the size 
of our naval presence in the hope 
of being able to reduce it." 

Furthermore, the British 
defence secretary hinted that the 
Annilla patrol would remain in 
place in the near future. 

“We have traditionally had 


some Royal Navy presence in the 
area on a visiting basis, even 
before there was a war in the 
Gulf." 

He stressed that Britain has 
many friends in the Gulf and 
would continue to foster their 
friendship. 

During the interview Younger 
described the Gulf war as one of 
the “most fruitless disputes the 
Middle East has ever seen as 
there was no realistic prospect of 
either Iran or Iraq defeating each 
other." 


Fruitless 


He believed that the war was 
“more futile than wars usually 
are because there was no final 
winner or loser." 

He was confident that a 
peaceful resolution of the dispute 
could lead to a big reduction of 
tensions in tbe Gulf, while 
remarking that this development 
could also bring about a resump- 
tion of normal trade relations 
between all slates involved in the 


region. 

Younger suggested that 
Britain would also like to re- 
build its relations with Iran. 


He restated Uiat Britain enjoys 


very good relations with all 
Arab Gulf countries and had not 
taken sides in the Gulf war. 

But the minister was emphatic 
that Iran should give clear 
guarantees about the safety of 
British diplomats in Tehran 
before full diplomatic relations 
could be restored. 


Responding to a query. Youn- 
ger made it clear that there was a 
growing realisation within Iran 
that the “number of increasing 
pressures have become unbeara- 
ble after the revenue from oil has 
been seriously curtailed, in addi- 
tion to the great number of 
casualties they suffered and the 
severe shortage of equipment.” 

Therefore Iran has become 
convinced that it was “futile" to 
continue the war. 

He recalled that pressure from 
the entire international com- 
munity on Iran following the 
adoptioa last year of the UN 
ceasefire resolution had brought 
home the message to Tehran that 
it had no supporters in refusing 
to accept the Security Council 
demand. 

Younger emphasised the UK's 
continued support to the UN 
secretary-general in his efforts to 
bring about a ceasefire and the 
return to “the status quo." 

He denied that there would be 
a review of Britain's defence sales 
to the Arab Gulf countries if 
peace would break out between 
Baghdad and Tehran. 

Too early 

“Our friends remain our 
friends, but it is too early to talk 
about resuming defence sales to 
the two warring countries until 
peace was fully established," the 
defence secretary added. 

Referring to his recent visit to 
Kuwait, Younger said that it was 
a “friendship trip between two 
old friends and defence sales 


were a part of it.” 

He paid tribute to the Kuwaiti 
“extremely warm reception" 
accorded him during his stay 
there. 

The discussions covered the 
“whole range of all defence 
equipment that Britain could 
provide to Kuwait, and these 
matters are being further discus- 
sed by our staff." 

The minister felt sure that 
there would be “some positive 
result from the discussions, alth- 
ough what particular items there 
will be I do not know, there are a 
whole range' of" very obvious 
equipment which wewould offer 
but I do not have any idea about 
their intention for buying them." 
No indication 

He suggested that among the 
items offered are tanks, aircraft 
including the Tornado and the 
Hawk military planes, “but the 
Kuwaitis gave no indication 
about what they were intending 
to buy in the near future as they 
are still evaluating the matter." 

Younger admitted that Britain 
was competing with the 
Americans “and they complete 
with us all over the world in 
defence sales, but there is no 
problem about that." 

Turning to the announced 
agreement between Britain and 
Saudi Arabia for a massive arms 
deal, the minister said the talks 
on the details were still going on 
and no final figures or decisions 
have been made. 

He underlined that the 


agreement represents a major 
addition to the A1 Yam am a 
project “which is going on very 
smoothly and successfully." 

The defence secretary confir- 
med that Britain has already sup- 
plied Saudi Arabia with 20 Tor- 
nado aircraft, as part of the first 
defence sales agreement between 
the two nations signed more than 
two years ago. 

He also pinpointed that the 
discussions were “continuing all 
the time between the two sides on 
details of tbe second project but 
they have to remain confiden- 
tial." 

However. Younger told 
KUNA that among the items 
offered in the new accord would 
be aircraft, minehunters and 
various other naval equipment 
and facilities. 

“The discussions proceed and 
wewould ha vea better ideaat the 
end of the year and there is a large 
number of our people there dis- 
cussing these matters with the 
Saudis." 

Support 

On the Arab-Israeli dispute, 
the minister expressed the hope 

reaffirmed Britain’s support for 
the idea of the international con- 
ference on the Middle East. 

He dismissed the Israeli criti- 
cism of the new Anglo-Saudi 
arms deal, underscoring that 
“Britain has done business with 
Saudi Arabia for a long time, and 
there is no offensive intent 
against Israel.

UN chief’s plan to 
implement ceasefire 


UNITED NATIONS, July 29, 
(KUNA): On September 16. 
1987, the secretary-general sub- 
mitted to the Security Council a 
plan of implementation of 
Security Council Resolution 
598. The current peace negotia- 
tions are based on this plan. Foll- 
owing are its nine elements: 

t . — from a specific date, to be 
agreed upon, and referred to for 
the purpose of negotiations as D- 
Day, a ceasefire would be 
observed. 

Withdrawal 

2. — on a specific date after D- 
Day, which would have to be 
agreed upon, the withdrawal of 
ail forces to the internationally 
recognised boundaries would 
start (to be completed within an 
agreed time-frame); 

3. — on D-Day, a team of 
United Nations observers would 
be dispatched to verify, confirm 
and supervise the ceasefire and, 
subsequently, the withdrawal of 
all forces; 

4. — D-Day, or on an agreed 
date thereafter, prisoners of war 
would begin to be released and 
repatriated in accordance with 
the Third Geneva Convention of 
1949;

studies and surveying fish wealth 
in regional waters and together 
they have prepared a strategy 
and a five-year plan to develop 
the fisheries industry. 

Al Rushoud pointed out that 
the extent of the Kuwaiti coast 
made the area good for fishing, 
with the northern area near 
Failaka Island being the richest 
in fish. He added, however, that 
continuous consumption and the 
Iraq- 1 ran war have taken their 
toll on fish supplies and led to the 
importation of fresh fish from 
international markets to meet 
shortages, despite the discovery 
of 100,000 tons of fish in the 
north-west of the Gulf. 

To counter the effects of 
reduced access to supplies, 
Kuwait built fish farms, which 
have started to become econ- 
omically productive. These, 
along with local fisheries and 
external markets, should be able 
to fully meet local needs.

Forget the past, 
hold direct talks 

ABOUT three months ago in a meeting with comman- 
ders of the Air Force, Iraqi Presidenr Saddam Hussein 
announced that this would be the last year of the war. 

On that day, we had announced that it was the first 
occasion at which he had made this prediction and 
commented that the President was not speaking from a 
vacuum. 

What we are witnessing now, is the exact reality of his 
statement.

We want Iran a strong neighbour; to co-operate with it 
within a vital region that can influence the movement of 
the world. Though, before accepting peace, Iran was 
thinking of achieving arcane and outdated dreams. For- 
get the past and prevent it from influencing the present 
and the future. 

A direct meeting between Iraq and Iran would cer- 
tainly strengthen and speed up the peace process in the 
region. Further, such a meeting will be conducive to 
wiping out the miseries of the past — provided the 
Iranian leadership is really sincere in officially accepting 
peace — after Iraq practically imposed this dictate.

Much salvage work 
in store after war

DUBAI, (AP): Salvage exe- 
cutives in the Gulf have been 
dubbed “the vultures of war" for 
profiting from Iraqi and Iranian 
attacks on ships. 

: But many among them iu 
Dubai, a shipping centre in the 
southern Gulf, predict they can 
double profits when Iran and 
Iraq sign a ceasefire agreement 
and the Gulf becomes politically 
calm again. 

• The salvagers had earned criti- 
cism because of the speed with 
which they raced to the scene of 
ship attacks to compete for the 
job of retrieving sunken or sink- 
ing vessels. 

The first tugboat on the scene 
traditionally wins the job, and 
since the tanker war began 
escalating in 1984, salvage com- 
panies have fought for a share of 
the work that beckoned once 
their radios crackled “Mayday. 
Mayday," the common distress 
signal. 

, The salvage men defend their 
role. “Yes, 1 make money, big 
money," said one, who didn’t 
want his name used. “But I'm no 
vulture. l*m an angel of mercy 
who just happens to get paid for 
saving ships, cargos, ana mens' 
lives.” 

Distress 

■ By the account of Lloyd’s 
Shipping Intelligence Unit in 
London, 546 tankers, freighters 
and small boats including 
salvage tugs, have been caught in 
jtbe tanker war. Not all pul out 
distress signals. Some sank 
before help could reach them. 
Others sank as the salvagers 
iworked on them. 

J ■ With 24-hour monitoring sta- 
tions and fleets of fine-fighting 
tugs and launches, large inter- 
■natinal companies (ike the Dutch 
;Smit Tak and Wijsmuller took 
•the largest share of the work. 
‘Salvage claims on a badly- 
tlamaged tanker can run into tens 
of millions of dollars. 


Local entrepreneurs sprang up 
from Dubai's port town of Jebel 
Ali south to the entrance to the 
Strait of Hormuz. According to 
one shipping executive, also 
spiking on conditin of anony- 
mity, “every man and bis dog 
with a boat and a radio listening 
to Channel 16 (the international 
marine emergency frequency) 
could become a part-time 
salvager.” 

Dangers 

Not only did they have to con- 
tend with the dangers of such a 
job — flames, toxic chemicals, 
explosions — they also lived. with 
the fear that while at the salvage 
job the raiders, Iraqi or Iranian, 
might come for a second go at 
their target. 

Last January, the 740-ton 
Salverve was towing the 225,668- 
lon Cypriot tanker Coral Cape 
hit by Iraqi missiles when the 
Iraqis relumed to attack again. 
This time they blasted the 
Salverve, killing its British cap- 
tain and his Filipino chief engin- 
eer. 

In the first attack, two South 
Korean seamen were killed. 

The world’s biggest supertan- 
ker, the 565,000-ton Seawise 
Giant, on charter to Iran from 
Hong Kong, was hit by three 
Iraqi bombs. To one side of the 
mother ship, the 235,000- ton 
Spanish export tanker Bar- 
celona, took two hits. On the 
other side, the Greek-registered 
shuttle tanker Argosy escaped 
the warplanes, but was destroyed 
by fire. 

“She just cooked in bumingoil 
so hot that she actually melted 
down in the water,” said one 
source. All the vessels are con- 
sidered constructive total losses 
by Lloyd’s, in the biggest 
maritime attack of the war. An 
estimated one million tons of 
shipping and 1 8 lives were lost. 

In several cases salvagers have 
successfully blasted tankers in 
half using explosive charges rin- 
ged around the middle of the 
hull.

MOSCOW, (AP): Soviet jour- 
nalism, for decades devoted 
mainly to praising government 
policy, is becoming more con- 
troversial — and prestigious. 

Encouraged by the new 
climate of public openness, 
Soviet journalists are covering, 
sometimes even leading, cam- 
paigns against corrupt public 
officials, social ills and economic 
mismanagement. Readers who 
used to mistrust and ridicule 
newspapers now snap them up at 
newsstands. 

Trust 

Bui the new boldness of the 
press has brought sharp criticism 
by some party officials, who 
claim journalists are muckraking 
so much that they are undermin- 
ing the country's basic values. 

And the rise in journalists' 
credibility bas been uneven. Big- 
city reporters covering domestic 
affairs have written widely on 
such once-taboo subjects as 
government corruption, disa- 
sters and drug addiction. But 
many foreign-affairs commen- 
tators and provincial journalists 


have done less to change their 
ways. 

“Trust in the press has risen, 
and journalists' prestige bas risen 
accordingly.” says Yuri N. Ban- 
dura, a deputy editor of Moscow 
News, a weekly that has become 
one of the nation's most outs- 
poken since Mikhail Gorbachev 
came to power. 

“There is a new link between 
journalism and the political 
process in society, a link to help- 
ing society and participating in 
its development,” he said in an 
interview. 

People used to enter Soviet 
journalism, he said, in hopes of 
becoming known for their 
literary style and eventually 
becoming novelists or play- 
wrights. Now, he said, journal- 
ists are more interested in break- 
ing stories and having an effect 
on public life. 

As he spoke, a dozen people 
gathered ouside the Moscow 
News offices, reading the news- 
paper on a display board. Mos- 
cow news has published view- 
points departing from the official 
line on foreign policy, literature 
and other subjects, and is now 
sold out on the day of publica- 


tion. 

Not all Soviets like the livelier 
press, though. At the recently 
concluded Communist Party 
conference in Moscow, writer 
Yuri Bondarev charged that the 
“reformist, press destroys, 
hi imitates and flushes down the 
toilet our past and our sacred 
national values.” 

Support 

Liberal editors Ivan Laptiev of 
fzvestia and Grigory Baklanov 
of the literary monthly Znamya 
were shouted down in conference 
debates, although the gathering 
ultimately expressed support for 
the press' role in encouraging the 
restructuring of Soviet society. 

Soviet journalists speak fran- 
kly now about the restrictions 
they faced before Gorbachev 
took over in 1985 and pro- 
claimed his policy of “gUsnosL” 
or openness. 

Judging by the press before 
Gorbachev, “no calamities, no 
accidents, no disasters, no drug 
addiction existed in our coun- 
tries,” Viktor Afanasyev, who 
bas been chief editor of the Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda for 
nearly 13 years, said in an 


interview on the eve of the con- 
ference. 

“We had a whole range of 
areas closed to criticism. Glas- 
nost has opened these zones to 
us,” he said — adding quickly, 
“within the bounds, of social- 

• if 

ism. 

Soviet newspapers are still lar- 
gely owned by party and govern- 
ment bodies, rather than existing 
as independent institutions. 
Their frequent exposes of social 
problems are in the service of the 
nation’s leaders, who see open- 
ness about shortcomings as an 
essential part of Gorbachev's 
restructuring strategy. 

Careful 

As arms of the state and party, 
they remain unlikely to print 
serious arguments for disman- 
tling of the nation’s socialist sys- 
tem, and are still careful about 
reporting on sensitive topics. 

Newspapers provided .only 
slow and cautious coverage of 
recent civil unrest iu the 
Caucasus Mountains temtoiy of 
Nagorno-Karabakh, for ins- 
tance; though even those reports 
would have been impossible a 
decade ago. When the central 
government finally derided the 


territory's future last week. _all , 

earned the full ”^ er journalists, tjhosc deal- 


papers dutifully carried the 
texts of official statements on the 

matter. . . ... 

• One sign of nsing public 
interest in the press, Afanasyev 
said, is a sharp increase in reader 
response. Readers' letters to 
Pravda, always at a high level, 
have risen in the past 12 months 
from 500,000 to 750,000 a year, 
he said. , , 

In addition, Gorbachev and 
other leaders are meeting more 
frequently with journalats. 

“It used to be that the bosses 
came, gave their orders, we 
agreed and they left,” Afanasyev 
said. “Now, they listen to us. 

Glasnost and “perestroika 
— Gorbachev’s programme to 
restructure Soviet soceity — 
have yet to reach some newsmen. 

Skills 

“Not all Soviet journalists, 
especially in the provinces, have 
been able to respond to the ■ 
demands of perestroika and 
cover difficult issues because of a 
lack of professional skills,” says 
Azab Ibragimov, a lecturer at 
Moscow State University’s Jour- 
nalism School.

Fundamentalists say singing is sinful

CAIRO, (Reuter): Egyptian 
hardline Muslim fundamental- 
ists are prepared to use violence if 
necessap' to persuade this nation 
of music-lovers that singing is 
sinful. ‘ 

“Music is the singing of the 
devil," said Amira. a 25-year-old 
student “Those who listen to it 
are atheists and those who enjoy 
it shall go to hell.” 

“Those fanatical groups are 
hittiagat the heart of what Egyp- 
tians love — songs,” sociologist 
Saad El Din Ibrahim told 
Reuters. 

“They have overplayed their 
hand, and there is the beginning 
of a backlash,” he said. “Egyp- 
tians cannot and will not tolerate 
fanaticism for long.” 

A student was lolled in Assiut, 
southern Egypt, in March when 
fundamentalists armed with 
knives and chains dashed with 
police after attacking a univer- 
sity theatre for performing what 
they called a blasphemous play. 

Others disrupted wedding par- 
ties and university concerts in 
Cairo, hitting guests and smash- 
ing musical instruments and 


amplifiers. 

The leading religious auth- 
ority in ibis mainly Muslim 
country stepped into the fray this 
month, giving some consolation 
to both sides. 

Sheikh Gad El Haq Ali Gad El 
Haq, rector of Cairo's A1 Azhar 
University, ruled that music was 
not contrary to Islam provided 
songs were not obscene, did not 
encourage promiscuity, crime, or 
the use of drugs or alcohol. 

He said there were no verses in 
the Holy Quran, or the hadith, 
the teachings of the Holy Pro- 
phet Mohammed, (PBUH), 
which directly prohibited songs 


or music. 


Row 


“But there are conditions for 
music and singing. Songs that 
oppose the teachings of Islam, 
which praise sinful acts and 
t ncourage them are forbidden,” 
he said. “They must not be per- 
formed or heard.” 

A row over the role of Western 
culture in Egypt surfaced two 
years ago when Muslim hardlin- 
ers set fire to theatres and video 
rental shops in Cairo because 
they showed plays and films they 


regarded as immoral. 

Fundamentalists insist on 
strict interpretation of Muslim 
teachings and want Egypt ruled 
under Islamic law. 

Sociologist Ibrahim, who tea- 
ches at Cairo’s American 
University, said violent splinter 
groups were swimming against 
the tide in a country that had long 
been a cradle of Arab culture and 
produced leading singers and 
composers of Arabic music. 

Listen 

Since civil war destroyed 
Beirut as an Arab playground, 
Cairo has attracted performers 
and fans from around the Arab 
world. Egyptian belly-dancers, 
visitors claim, rival Turkey's. 

Ibrahim said fundamentalists 
were out of step with most Egyp- 
tians when they said singers 
Abdel-Halim Hafiz and Cm 
Kolthoum were haraxn (forbid- 
den). * 

“The bulk of Egyptians have 
liked their songs for years. They 
are part of their heritage,” he 
said. 

As many people listen to 
Abdel-Halim’s ballads today in 
Egypt and other Arab countries 


as they did before his death a 
decade ago. 

And so popular was Ora Kol- 
thoum that huge crowds — some 
say a million people — turned 
out for her- funeral in 1975. Her 
recordings are still big sellers; 

After the incident in Assiut, 
which is known as a fundamen- 
talist centre, leading comedian 
Adel Imam defied threats and 
'performed at a theatre there. 

Officials said there bad been 
no performances in the theatre 
for five years for fear of clashes 
with hardliners. 

Imam said he was showing 
fundamentalists he was not 
afraid of them. Hundreds offans, 
protected by truckloads of riot 
police, came to the show in a 
gesture of support 

Refuse 

But fundamentalists like 
Amira refuse to listen to music or 
songs, even if they are religious. 
She said hers was the view “of 
Allah, his holy Prophet Moham- 
med (PBUH) and religious 
scholars before us.” 

Others are not against music in 
principle but have strict rules for 
performances. 


Newsletter tests tolerance in Cuba

HAVANA (Reuter): A newslet- 
ter on religion in Cuba, taking 
advantage of an apparent thaw 
in church-state relations, is 
timidly testing the communist 
government’s tolerance of mat- 
ters previously censored in the 
press. 

“f want to fill the vacuum of 
news on religion here," said 
Enrique Lopez Oliva, editor of 
Religion in Cuba. 

“It’s not an opposition 
publication, just a very modest 
complementary one, on aspects 
of Cuban life that are 
underreported in the media.” 

The Cuban government does 
not tolerate opposition press and 
the state-run media generally 
regards the issue of religion as 
taboo, but there have been 


indications in recent months that 
a slight opening may be taking 
place. 

Lopez Oliva, a 51 -year-old 
university history teacher, laun- 
ched his venture last September, 
using a rented mimeograph. The 
purchase of a photocopier — a 
rare item in Cuba — enabled him 
to present a revamped, monthly 
product in May. 

Cautious 

Written in cautious prose, the 
newsletter offers stories on visits 
of church dignitaries to Cuba, 
interviews with church officials 
and reprints of articles - on the 
church in Latin America. 

A correspondent for a Lima- 
based Christian News Service. 
Lopez Oliva initially covered 
human rights issues extensively 
but lately coverage has been res- 
tricted to purely church matters. 


referring to human rights only in 
a religious context 

His dozen subscribers include 
Western embassies and the 
Roman Catholic Episcopal Con- 
ference. One Western diplomat 
said the newsletter “puts things 
into persepective, keeps you up 
to date on church matters and it 
has no equivalent.” 

Monsignor Carlos Manuel de 
Ccspedes, secretary-general of 
the Episcopal Conference, said 
the publication showed “a small 
opening” on the government’s 
part towards the church! 

A highly-placed clerical source 
said: “Every attempt to spread 
news on the Cuban church is wel- 
come and must be encouraged.” 
Bui he added that the govern- 
ment may be tolerating it as a 
ploy to improve its international 


‘‘One is tempted to see it as no 
more than a cosmetic measure 
since, fundamentally, nothing 
has changed,” he said. 

“The church has not varied its 
position. Nor has the (Commun- 
ist) Party, but it is slowly aiming 
to terms with die fact that the 
church cannot be wiped out.” 

Without going as far as a Mos- 
oow-style glasnost in the press, 
western diplomats noted a 
relative opening of Cuban media 
this year toward new themes, 
religion being one of them. 

The weekly supplement of the 
official Communist Party news- 
paper Gramoa has in recent 
months published articles on the 
Roman Catholic Church here. 
But Granina weekly is meant for 
a foreign audience and cannot be 
found at Cuban newsiands.

The increases were slightly 
higher than the 40 per cent raise 
the government said could be all- 
owed is response to higher'prices 
imposed this year. Pay now 
averages about 50,000 zlotys 
(SI 1 1) a month and is structured 
to provide incentive for harder 


workers, said Waldemar Langcr, 
a leader of the yard’s official 
trade union. 

Despite the improvement, the 
yard’s main trouble is that it can- 
not attract a sufficient work- 
force, said Kubiczek. 

“We have lost 5,000 workers 
from the early 1980s until now,” 
he said. “It is our own near- 
tragedy. We have survived the 
most difficuii years of the crisis in 
shipbuilding and now the market 
is reviving. And we have clients 
willing to place orders.” 

As an example, Kubiczek cited 
a timber-carrying ship ordered 
by the Soviet Union. The yard 
has been able to contract to 
produce only 12 of the vessels, 
wink the Soviets need 150. he 
said.

But instead, workers are going 
. to smaller private companies or 
co-operatives where they can 
work indoors, avoiding the harsh 
Baltic weather, and where they 
can cam more. 

Operating in a “tight jacket” 
as a state-owned company, said 
Kubiczek, the shipyard is unable 
to raise wages dramatically 
because it would be hit with a 
punitive tax designed to fight 
wage inflation. It is one example 
of how national economic 
policies have hurt the yard, he 
said. 

Poland’s frequently changing 
strategies to deal with its ailing 
economy have taken a loll in 
other ways, he said. “At least 
once a year, every year, we are 
confronted with a new set of 
regulations and modifications of 
these rules for economic reform, 
while our commitments extend 
out many years ahead... 

“It makes it practically impos- 
sible to predict whether the con- 
tract we sign today, which seems 
to be profitable, will in fact be 
practical,” he said. 

One of the people who does ' 
not believe the yard will dose is 
longtime Gdansk Solidarity . 
activist Bogdan Borusewicz. 

“The whole thing was played . 
up for propaganda while the 
(May) strike was in progress." he 
said.

Her two solo appearances 
in March at the Doumar Ware- 
house broke the secret to most 
of the British Press. The LP 
climbed steadily to number 25. 
But the turning point undoub- 
tedly came with her appearance 
at the televised Nelson Man- 
dela birthday concert at Wem- 
bley. 


Amid the jolly hullabaloo of 
that event. Chapman's perfor- 
mance had a cold, striking dig- 
nity. She chose to sing only the 
most severe of her songs for the 
occasion — the catalogue of 
social injustices in “Why?" the 
bitter, restrained clarion call of 
“Talkin Bout A Revolution.” 
She almost succeeded in silenc- 
ing Wembley with “Behind The 
Wall Since then the album 
has gone from sales of 50,000 to 
100,000 a week, with a total 
now in excess of 300.000 
qualifying her for a platinum 
disc. 


"I think people see ii as a 
genuine album.” says Paul 
Conroy, British MD of WEA’s 
US division. “Not one like, oh, 
we'll stick a couple of hits on 
one side and eight other tracks. 
There are some records which 
the public just seem to pick up 
On, where people's ears just tell 
them something is good. This is 
one of those."

Blacks have seldom I 
mined the folk circuit in recent | 
years, but the content and tenor 
of Chapman's music would not 
work in any other contsxL Per- 
haps some of her appeal comes 
from the vicarious fascination 
which first drew a white 
audience to the blues. For there 
is a disturbing sense of ancient 
rage at the root of Chapman's 
art. The wrathful timbre of her 
delivery seems to hark back to a 
pre-rock generation, to the 
faceless, forgotten singers of 
the country blues. She is noi,a 
blues singer, but it may be no 
incidence that the photos on 
her album cover look like the 
faded sepia portraits of vocal- 
ists who made records 60 years 
ago in acoustic studios, long 
since swallowed in time.

A seven teen -year-old New York- 
er, Brad Moss, became one of the 
youngest players to win a national 
title what he and his partner, Aaron 
Silverstdn, also of New York, cap- 
tured the Flight B Grand National 
Pairs at the Spring North American 
Championships, held in Buffalo. 
This hand, from the final session of 
the event, carried them to the title.

After cashing the king of 
diamonds, declarer ruffed a dia- 
mond with dummy’s last trump as 
East discarded a club. 

A winning spade finesse put de- 
clarer in hand to draw the last two 
trumps, on which he discarded 
spades from dummy. East could 
safely part with a spade on the first 
round of trumps, but the last trump 
caused him grievous harm. He knew 
he could not let go of a club, so he 
tried a spade. Declarer's three of 
spades became an overtrick for all 
the matchpoints.

WITHIN months of his Abdi- 
cation, ihe Duke of Windsor 
had begun to brood over the 
injustices inflicted on him, as he 
supposed, by an inexperienced 
monarch and a vindictive 
court. They continued to 
embitter him until his death 35 
years later. 

The first grievance was a 
reduction in the annual all- 
owance promised him by his 
brother King George VI as part 
of the Abdication settlement. 

The second was a threat to 
withhold this pension unless 
the Duke agreed never to return 
to England without the permis- 
sion of the Government. The 
third was the denial to the 
Duchess or Windsor of the style 
of Royal Highness borne by her 
husband. The fourth was the 
refusal of the King and Queen 
to offer her so much as a hand- 
shake or a cup of tea. 

Michael Bloch, an assistant 
to the Duchess of Windsor's 
formidable lawyer, Maitre 
Blum, hasalready written three 
books based on the Duke's 
private papers. Under the cat- 
chpenny title The Secret File of 
the Duke of WiudsorjK now 
examines this portrayed royal 
feud, a chronicle from which 
nobody emerges with much 
credit. To familiar material 
about the Windsors he adds 
extracts from the Duke's 
unpublished correspondence 
with his wife, his estranged 
brother, his legal advisers and 
his much-tried friend Sir Win- 
ston Churchill. 

Well presented and 
moderatein tone, his commen- 
tary is likely to evoke a measure 
of sympathy for the Windsors. 
But here we read only one side 
of the argument. 

Philip Ziegler's forthcoming 
biography of Edward VIII, 
authorised by the Queen and 
making use of the Royal 
Archives, may weave a very dif- 
ferent Windsor tapestry. 

The genesis of the quarrel lay 
in an agreement signed on the 
. eve of the Abdication by which 
the new King agreed to pay the 
old an aflowance»of £25,000 a 
year: rather more than 
£600,000 a year: rather more 
than £600,000 in the currency 
of 1988. In return the Duke of 
Windsor (as he was about to 
become) promised to surrender 
to George VI his life interest in 
Sandringham and Balmoral, 
together with their contents, all 
of which he had inherited from 
his father a year earlier. 

. Hasty . - 

This hasty compact was sub- 
sequently altered in two ways: • 
both to the Duke's disadvan- 
tage. He was required to bear 
part of the pensions paid to 
retainers on the private estates, 
thus reducing bis allowance 
from £25,000 to £21.000. And 
the Government, although 
contributing nothing directly 
to the Duke's annuity, per- 
suaded the King to attach a

condition to it : that the Duke 
must not return to England 
without permission. 

It is beyond dispute that 
King George VI had 
unilaterally broken the 
agreement of December 1936, 
albeit under pressure from his 
Government. Yet there were 
other factors to be weighed in 
the balance. 

During the original negotia- 
tions, the Duke had told his 
brother that he was "very badly 
oft". In fact he bad investments 
worth not less than £800,000 
(£20 million in 1988), mostly 
saved out of his Duchy of Corn- 
wall revenues. 

In any case, many of the 
Duke's former subjects felt that 
neither Crown nor country 
owed a penny to the man who 
had abandoned his hereditary 
duty and imperilled the monar- 
chy in pursuit of love. 

The Duke was on surer 
ground in resisting the demand 
that payment of his allowance 
should depend on his living 
abroad. And the future Lord of 
Appeal in Ordinary, Colin 


Pearson, wrote an opinion 
declaring that the imposition of 
exile was contrary to Magna 
Carta 

But here again there is 
another side to the argument It 
was the Duke's lawyer and 
IViend Walter Monckton, who 
recognised his client as “an 
attractive, vital creature”, a 
potential rallying point for 
those critical of a new King 
"less superficially endowed 
with the arts and graces that 
please." 

Discouraged 

It is true that the Duke dis- 
couraged all attempts to form a 
political parly'ded/caiedlo the 
King over the- water; But his . 
overt tenderness for the Dic- 
tators and his defatism in 1940 
were llawsof characterand jud- 
gement that in retrospect jus- 
tified his brother's caution. 
After an acrimonious exchange 
of letters, during which the 
Duke threatened to have the 
King and his family evicted 
from Sandringham and Bal- 
moral, he was obliged to sub- 
mit. 


Neither King nor Govern- 
ment ever needed to invoke this 
financial penalty. From 1939 to 
1945 the Duke was serving 
abroad, first as a liaison officer 
in France, then as Governor of 
the Bahamas. 

After the war he was deterred 
from living in England by three 
other circumstances. The Brit- 
ish Government, unlike the 
French, would have required 
him to pay the full rate of 
income tax and surtax. 

The King broke an oral 
promise, said by the Duke to 
have be^n made at the lime of 
the Abdication, that he could 
retain the use of Fori 
Belvedere. And his wife was 
denied the style of Royal High- 
ness. 

This celebrated snub was 
inflicted by Letters Patent 
under the Great Seal, an ins- 
trument of government requir- 
ing ministerial advice; 
whatever the King's feelings on 
the matter, he was thus 
absolved from responsibility. 

The future Lord of Appeal in 
Ordinary, Lord Devlin, asked 
by the Duke to give an opinion, 
declared Lhal it was based on a 
technical illegality. For the 
official announcement main- 
tained that King Edward VIII 
had lost all right to the style of 
Royal Highness on Abdica- 
tion; and that this style was now 
being graciously restored to 
him — but not to tus wife. 

Yet the Duke of Windsor 
was, and remained, the son of a 
King; and it was as His Royal 
Highness that George VI had 
referred publicly to his brother 
at the outset of his reign. 
Devlin's commentary contin- 
ues:

The ruling was intended to 
wound, and succeeded. “This 
cold-blooded act", the Duke 
wrote 30 years later, “in its 
uprush represented a kind of 
Berlin wall alienating us from 
my family.” 

It also evoked displays of 
pettiness in high places that 
seem scarcely credible. Two 
days after the Fall of France in 
1940, with Nazi barbarians at 
the gate and Britain braced for 
invasion, the King's private 
secretary was not loo busy to 
admonish the Foreign Office. 

The King, he wrote, had 
noted with extreme displeasure 
that a telegram h'ad'tfeferred to 
the Duke and Duchesses 
' “Their IRSyal - Highnesses.” 
This appellation, the private 
secretary continued, was false 
and utterly impermissible, and 
such an error roust never be 
made again -

Blowing the lid off Stalin’s excesses

PEREDELKINO, USSR, 
(AP): Anatoly Naumovich 
Rybakov, still energetic at 77, 
jumped up and pulled a bundle 
of papers from one of the 
shelves that line the study of his 
dacha in the forested writers' 
colony outside Moscow. 

Carefully, lovingly, the great 
novelist laid the bundle on the 
desk next to the window, untied 
ihe siring and pulled out two 
covers of the largest Soviet 
literary magazine. “Novy 
Mir,” one from 1966 and the 
other from 1978. 

In the soft light, Rybakov 
held up first one and then the 
other of the blue sheets of stiff 
paper, tracing with his gnarled 
linger the underlined announ- 
cements that the journal would 
soon publish Children of the 


Arbat, his novel of the great 
terror waged by dictator Josef 
V. Stalin in the 1930s. 

But both times, in 1966 and 
1978. the publication was 
ultimately blocked by the men 
in the Kremlin, men who rose 
to power under Stalin and 
feared that exposure of past 
.'rimes would shatter the power 
ind privilege they spent their 
’ives building. 

Now, Rybakov's patience 
paid ofif. for his novel is helping 
change the way the Soviet peo- 
ple think about their govern- 
ment and their country. 

More than 21 years after it 
was written. Children of the 
Arbat was published last year 
in the literary journal “Druz- 
hba Narodov” (Friendship of 
Peoples), as part of Mikhail S.' 
Gorbachev's campaign to 
reform the tyrannical system 


created by Stalin. 

The novel has since appeared 
in hardback editions, and been 
published abroad. 

The book probes more dee- 
ply than any other published in 
the Soviet Union into Stalin's 
mind and methods, the petti- 
ness of his victims and the 
terror he created. 

It tells thestory of Sasha Pan- 
kratov, a young man of 23 who, 
like Rybakov, was sentenced 
without trial for a crime he 
never committed and sent to 
Siberia for three years of cold 
and lonely exile. 

Rybakov is now at work on 
the sequel, 1935 and Other 
Years, which will continue the 
story, and like Children of the 
Arbat, will give intimate por- 
traits of Stalin and his lieuten- 
ants and describe how the dic- 
tator terrorised his deputies 


and the country. 

“The entire nation lived in 
fear,” said Rybakov, “Only 
one person thought for himself. 
Everyone else abandoned free 
thought.” 

Gorbachev and his suppor- 
ters have concluded that a 
nation based on such a system 
cannot survive in the tech- 
nological age. Gorbachev has 
said that these days, “Every 
person must be an individual, a 
free thinker. When a person 
lives in fear, all that is impossi- 
ble.” 

The Soviet Union has 
already taken the first steps on a 
long road toward easing the 
climate of fear, and Rybakov 
and others are trying to hurry it 
along. 

During the years Rybakov 
waited for his novel to appear, 
he lived and worked at his 
peaceful dacha at Peredelkino. 


FAMILY DOCTOR

CHILDREN DO NOT OUTGROW 
‘CROSSED EYES’ 


QUESTION: Will my child outgrow “cros- 
sed eyes”? 

ANSWER: A loud “no” should be heard 
by all parents. Waiting for this to happen 
can mean serious vision loss to the child. I'm 
not talking about the normal infant eye that 
frequently may seem to move about and be 
unco-ordianled. The tracking system sets 
the eyes straight by 4 to 6 months. But after 
that time, if the baby ’seyes turn in, out, up to 
down, it is vital to see an eye specialist for 
diagnosis. If you take a wait-and-see 
outlook, the baby might miss a crucial part 
of visual . development. Recent findings 
show that good early vision is essential to 
normal visual development and once this 
visual development is missed, it cannot be 
regained. Strabismus, as the turned eye con- 
dition is cal led, can cause double vision . The 
child shuts off* vision in one eye so that the 
vision seen with the remaining eye is dear. 
The unused eye and the brain don't get (he 
proper stimulation and development and 
after a while that “weaker” eye goes blind or 
is severely visually impaired. 

If you noticea turn in the eye and bring the 
child to be checked by an eye doctor, the 
physician will perform certain tests and 


explain ways to correct the condition. The 
goals are to achieve good vision in each eye, 
enable the eyes to move together and appear 
straight and to develop binocular vision, 
where both eyes see one image. The child 
may be fitted with glasses or contact lenses. 
The strong eye may be patched so that the 
other eye will be forced to develop. An 
orthoptist, a person trained in the use of 
exercises for this condition, may be called in 
to work with the child under the doctor's 
supervision. In some cases, surgery may be 
necessary to straighten the eye so it can look 
and see better. Many surgeons feel the best 
results are achieved when surgery is perfor- 
med within the first two years of life. It is a 
relatively simple mechanical operation. The 
surgeon moves one of the muscles that hold 
the eye and repositions it so it doesn't pull 
the eye too strongly or move the eye too 
weakly. 

The reason some people believed that a 
child may outgrow crossed eyes is because, 
in some cases, the crossed eyes were not the 
result of a true strabismus condition. The 
infant looked like the eyes were crossed 
because there might have been a temporary 


paralysis of the nerve or muscle, caused by 
almost any of the childhood immunizations, 
viruses or inflammations. When the tem- 
porary paralysis went away, the eye position 
returned to normal. 

QUESTION: Sometimes when 1 jog or 
run, I get sudden sharp pain, usually under 
my ribs. People around here call ita“stitch.” 
What is it and is it dangerous? 

ANSWER: People around here call it “a 
stitch” also. Actually it's a muscle cramp in 
the large muscle we call the diaphragm. The 
diaphragm is the muscle that contracts each 
lime we breathe and is located under the 
ribs, between the chest and the abdomen. 
When some of the muscle fibres that make 
up the diaphragm contract too lightly 
(spasm), it creates the pain. The same thing 
can happen to the muscles between each rib. 
The solution to theproblem lies in stretching 
the cramp out, putting the fibres back in 
order. Usually you can accomplish this by 
bending over from the waist and touching 
your toes’ with your outstretched fingers. 
Hold the position for a second or two, and 
“rock” a little and the pain should subside.

SYLVIA BEACH of Shake- 
speare & Co. who cultivated 
literary men and ‘‘always 
made a point of inviting Mrs 
Writer”, was oot such a fool as 
to underestimate Nora Joyce. 
Nor was Joyoe himself. But 
admirers in his lifetime and 
since have habitually patron- 
ised Nora, and pitied the mas- 
ter for being yoked to a semi- 
literate Galway chambermaid 
who never read his books. 

Joyce approved of 
uneducated wives, and was 
pleased to find one who cared 
not “a rambling damn” about 
art. But his -fans in later life 
criticised her extravagance, 
untidiness, philistinism, even 
her cooking and her looks: “ ... 
a vulgar, rather loose mouth; 
not very intelligent looking,” 
wrote Thomas Wolfe in 1926, 
speaking for generations of 
American scholars who have 
found her wanting in pretty 
well every desirable quality. 

Reckless 

The case for the defence can- 
not have been easy to make. 
The Joyces were seldom apart, 
and letters in any case do not 
easily convey what Brenda 
Maddox calls “a settled love 
and sexual compatibility”. The 
Joyces' union (marriage was 
against his principles for the 
first 27 years) revolved in its 
early years around their large 
appetites in bed and at table, 
their joint financial reckless- 
ness, their delight in their chil- 
dren and their enthusiastic 
mutual talent for pornography. 

Published accounts have 
inevitably played down this

field of domestic and sexual 
activity. Joyce’s most distingui- 
shed biographer, the late 
American scholar Richard Efl- 
mann, discouraged Mis Mad- 
dox's initial interest in Nora on 
the grounds that: “There is 
' nothing to say/’ In his official 
capacity be also d i s m issed the 
famous “dirty letters”, written 
by Nora to her husband at his 
request, in a single discreet sen- 
tence. 

This is perhaps the most 
striking point at issue between 
his Joyce and this new biogra- 
phy. Nora emerges as not much 
more than a shadow from E1I- 
mann's magisterial work, 
which is dominated by the 
intense, ruthless, gruelling 
intellectual and imaginative 
effort required to write Ulysses 
and Finnegans Wake, and the 
scarcely less strenuous admin- 
istrative effort needed to publi- 
cise and finance them. 

Generosity 

Joyce's private life seemed in 
EHmann's book a relatively 
dessicated affair, sustained by a 
good-hearted but insignificant 
wife. There was barely a hint of 
what Mrs Maddox sees as the 
unreserved emotional gen- 
erosity on which Joyce drew to 
fund bis heroic concentration. 

That concentration, viewed 
from this unfamiliar angle. 


becomes a draining, malignant 
force, constantly threatening to 
engulf Nora and their two chil- 
dren. They lived from hand to 
mouth in Continental lodging 
bouses, hotels and rented apar- 
tments. Joyce required at all 
times his family's sole atten- 
tion. 

Whenever they showed signs 
of putting down roots, making 
independent friends, becoming 
too proficient in the local lan- 
guage, he switched them to 
mesh digs in yet another foreign 
city. Restless, half-educated, 
itinerant, without resources or 
prospects, the Joyce children 
proved no match for their 
lather, succumbing in the end 
to alcoholism and madness res- 
pectively. 

Only Nora stood up to him. 
She was “his portable Ireland”, 
and also from the start his por- 
table laboratory. He relied on 
her fora rich and inventive sup- 
ply of imagery. He also 
required her increasingly to 
stage bis sexual scenarios, 
“much as a painter might com- 
pose a scene in bis studio with 
live models.” 

The obscene letters were aids 
in the first place to masturba- 
tion, in the second to literary 
composition. Nora indulged 
him m his coarsest as well as his 
most wildly romantic imagin- 


ings. tolerating his endless 
jealousy of her childhood 
sweethearts as well as the per- 
secution fantasies over non- 
existent lovers which he tried in 
vain to persuade her to act out 
in fact. 

She played Desdemona to 
his combined lago and Othdlo 
with patience and dignity. "He 
had a need to feel deceived ...” 
writes Mrs Maddox, "for 
which literature is the richer.” 
Anyone less robust than his 
wife might have fell she paid 
loo heavy a price for literature’s 
sake. Refusing to read his 
books seems, in this context, a 
measure of elementary self- 
defence. 

Besides, in a sense she wrote 
them herself. Mrs Maddox 
shows in persuasive detail that 
Joyce meant it literally when he 
said that anything he might 
achieve could %. niy be written at 
the doors of her heart. “Guide 
me. my saint, my angel. Lead 
me forward .. he wrote in 
1909. “Take me into your soul 
of souls and 1 will become 
indeed the poet of my race ” 

So he did. But at a cost lotted 
up for the first time in this 
remarkable portrait of what 
must be one of the strangest, 
most fruitful, evenly matched, 
and in the end for both parties 
most thoroughly satisfactory 
or literary marriages. Mrs 
Maddox's Nora augurs well for 
the prospects of all the neglec- 
ted. despised and downtrodden 
Mrs Writers of history about 
whom until now there has 
seemed to be nothing to say.

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Pressure 
eases for 
further rise 
in UK rates 

LON don. July 29: Pressure for 
JHgner base interest rates in the 
UK. has eased significantly, and 
most analysts now expect them 
to hold at 10 1/2 per cent for 
several weeks, according to the 
Wall Street Journal 

A strong performance by the 
pound and indications that the 
government is fairly relaxed 
about the currency’s strength are 
the main factors that have shifted 
sentiment from early last week 
when forecasts -of rates reaching 
i 'percent were widespread. 

“While the pound is rising 
there isn't going to be too much 
pressure for the government to 
raise base rates." savs David 
Walton, an economist at Gold- 
man Sachs International. 

At the same time, though, 
some upward pressure on-rates is 
likely to remain as most 
indicators still show strong 
underlying inflation. 

'“The authorities will, 
therefore, not know whether the 
existing stance of policy is suf- 
ficiently tight to combat 
inflationary pressures,” indicate 
economists at Greenweil Mon- 
tagu & Co. in their latest econ- 
omic summary. 

Analysts 

Thus, analysts suggest, a lot 
will depend on how the pound 
fares. If it stays strong, rates are 
more likely to stay steady. But if 
the pound falls, then the govern- 
ment will have scope to tighten 
policy further if it thinks that is 
needed. 

“The government would like 
things to calm down for a while. 
But, the question is whether the 
markets will let them do that," 
says Glenn Davies, senior econ- 
omist at CL-Alexanders Laing & 
Cruickshank. 

On Thursday, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Nigel Lawson 
made it clear that rates remain 
the only weapon the government 
will use to combat inflation, and 
that he is prepared to continue 
raising them if necessary. 

Faster 

His comments were seen as 
particularly significant as they 
came soon after an explicit back- 
ing of his policies, by Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher. So, 
while Lawson's authority may 
have been reasserted, it isn't dear 
if he is ready to start using it to 
raise rates again soon. 

During last week, new money- 
supply data for May showed that 
private-sector lending is growing 
even faster than expected. Bui 
analysts expect this to slow in 
coming months now that major 
building societies have raised 
their mortgage rates to 11.5 per 
cen t. 

Mexico to cut 
its oil exports 

MEXICO CITY, July 29, 
lOPECNA): Mexico will cut its 
crude exports by 25,000 BPD in 
an effort to curb the decline in oil 
prices, according to a senior 
official of Pemex. the state oil 
company. 

Pemex sales director Raul 
Segura said his company plan- 
ned to increase sales of high- 
quality petroleum products to set 
off the decrease in oil revenues 
resulting from the cut. 

He added that the petroleum 
products would include high- 
octane unleaded gasoline and 

low-sulphur diesel fuel.

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Subroto expects oil prices rise over coming weeks 


UAE committed to OPEC accords 


ASU DHABI, July 29, (AP): 
OPEC secretary-general 
Subroto was quoted today as 
saying be expected an oil price 
increase over the coming weeks 
because of Lhe possibility of an 
end to the Iraq-lran war. 

The statements by Subroto, 
who heads the ] 3-nation Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, were published in the 
UAE newspaper Al Itlihad. 

Subroto was m the UAE on a 
two-day visit for discussions on 
the oil market situation with its 
leaders ahead of the OPEC five- 
panel pricing committee meeting 
in Lausanne, Switzerland on 
Aug 3. 

The state-run’ Al Ittihad 
quoted Subroto as saying that 
the world market "looks forward 
to positive results” from the pric- 
ing committee. It said he expres- 
sed his expectation of an increase 
in oil prices over the coining 
weeks. 


In Subroto’s view, according 
to the paper, the prices have been 
improving because of the prosp- 
ects of a peaceful end to the 
nearly 8-year-old Iraq-lran war. 

That settlement would lead to 
““positive impact" on the oil 
market and oil prices, the paper 
further quoted Subroio as say- 
ing. 

But it said he could not predict 
whether prices would increase 
beyond the OPEC benchmark of 
SlSabarrel. 

He said a report was being 
prepared on reorganisation of 
the OPEC framework and that 
the report would be submitted to 
the ministerial council of the 
organisation at its bi-annual 
meeting in November, according 
to Al Ittihad. 3ut there was no 
elaboration on this score. 

Subroto was in Saudi Arabia 
before coining to the UAE as 
part of a tour of OPEC member 
states aimed at acquiring 


assurances about adherence to 
the organisation's production 
quotas so as to help stabilise 
world oil prices around the SI 8 
benchmark. 

Because of the iraq-lran war. 
Iraq has refused to accept its 
OPEC-decreed quota and 
prod uces almosidouble wha t it is 
assigned, while Iran is widely 
accused of discounting prices to 
market its crude oil under the 
war-time conditions. 

That could change if the war 
came to an end. hence Lhe hopes 
by Subroto and others who say 
Lhat the prices could rise. 

Other OPEC member slates 
are also accused of violating 
production and pricing rules of 
the organisation. 

Responsible 

The UAE was held responsible 
for a price decrease in June after 
it served notice that it will ignore 
its OPEC oil production quota of 
948.000 barrels and produce 


about 50 per cent more as it con- 
sidered its “fair” quota should be 
1 .5 million barrels per day. 

Oil sources here said that 
Sub.oto was seeking a com- 
promise regarding the UAE 
claim. 

Subroto has conferred with 
U.AE Oil Minister Mana Saeed 
Otaiba and with UAE President 
Sheikh Zayed Bin Sulian AJ 
Nahvan to whom he delivered a 
message from the OPEC 
president and Nigerian Oil Mini- 
ster. RJlwanu Lukman. 

The official Emirates news 
agency WAM reported after the 
meetings on Thursday that 
Sheikh Zayed affirmed his 
nation's support for"tmity and 
cohesion" within the organisa- 
tion and noLed that his country- 
“has always been at the forefront 
for boosting OPEC decisions 
and supporting the stability of 
the oil market." 

The WAM report did not 


specifically address the con- 
troversial issue of UAE oil 
production, but indicated that 
the UAE will not undermine the 
organisation by adopting 
unilateral decisions within the 
1 3-nation organisation before 
the fulldress bi-annual minis- 
terial meeting in November. 

Subroto also told Al Ittihad 
that Sheikh Zayed affirmed to 
him the UAE's “support and 
consolidation" of OPEC. He 
said he was submitting a report 
to the pricing committee on his 
talks in the UAE as well as Saudi 
Arabia and that the Lausanne 
meeting would also discuss the 
UAE quota request. 

The pricing committee, whose 
members are oil ministers of 
Saudi Arabia. Nigeria, Indon- 
esia, Algeria and Venezuela, was 
meeting in wake of Lhe Iranian 
decision lo accept a UN Security 
Council cease-fire resolution to 
its war with Iraq.

The seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate" for June warf 
0.1 percentage point lower than 
in May, and 0.6 percentage 
points below the previous year's 
level, the Management and Co- 
ordination Agency said. 

“Many companies were eager 
to hire new workers because of 
the economy's continuing 
expansion,” an agency official 
said. The number of job holders 
during the month totalled 61.06 
million, equaling the record set in 
May, the agency said. The num- 
ber represented an increase of 
1 . 10 million jobs from June 1 987. 


The official, speaking op con- 
dition of anonymity, said a sizea- 
ble number of workers had left 
their jobs voluntarily during the 
month. 

Competition 

Competition among emplo- 
yers for workers led to a ratio of 
job offers to job seekers of 1 .05 in 
June, up from 0.99 in May, the 
agency said. This meant there 
were 1 05 job off ers for every 1 00 
people looking for work during 
the month. 

Officials said it was the first 
time since September 1974 that 
Lhe ratio of job offers to seekers 
exceeded 1.0. The ratio, which 
has been rising since February of 
last year, indicated that Japan's 
economy is continuing its strong 
expansion, they said. 

The number of jobs increased 
in virtually all sectors except for 


drop of 1.4 per cent, or 70.000 
jobs, from the previous year, the 
agency said. 

Agency officials said the last 
time an unemployment rate of 
2.4 per cent was registered was in 
November 1982. A record low of 
1.0 per cent was set on three 
occasions — November 1968, 
November 1969 and March 
1971. 

Unemployment 

Japan's unemployment rate 
would be higher if it were cal- 
culated by US and European 
methods.

Bundesbank raises key lending rate 


FRANKFURT, West Ger- 
many, July 29, (AP): West Ger- 
many's central bank yesterday 
raised its Lombard lending rate 
to 5 per cent effective today in a 
bid to bolster the mark which has 
lost ground to other major 
currencies in recent weeks. 

The Lombard rate had been 
steady at 4.5 per cent since 
November 6, 1987. 

The West German mark has 
been falling against Lhe US dollar 
and the British pound on foreign 
exchange markets in recent 
weeks. Analysts said the Bundes- 
bank's decision is aimed al sup- 
porting the mark and slowing the 
flow of capital out of West Ger- 
many. 

“With this measure, the Bun- 
desbank is taking account of the 
development of market interest 
rates and tensions in the currency 
market," a Bundesbank spokes- 
man said. 

Unchanged 

The Bundesbank left iLs dis- 
count rate unchanged at 3 per 
cent, which was set on June 30 
after a hike of 0.5 percentage 
points. 

Bundesbank president Karl 
Olio Poehl Las said the dollar's 
advance against the mark endan- 
gers international efforts to 
adjust irade imbalances in the 
United Slates, Japan and West 
Germany. 

The higher Lombard rate 
effectively lifts the ceiling on 
money market rales, giving the 
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Bundesbank room to directly 
tighten money market rates fur- 
ther if the mark shows major 
signs of weakening, analysis 
said.

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EEC ministers hold 
talks on unified market 

ATHENS, Greece, July 29, (AP): The European Economic 
Community opened talks here today on streamlining company- 
law in preparation for 1992, when the 12-nation trade bloc 
becomes a unified market. 

Commerce ministers from die EEC states, holding a one-day 
meeting in Athens, also were expected to discuss legislation for 
mergers in the Community, food standards and setting up a 
Community-wide trademark. It was the first meeting on 1992 
issues to be held in G reece, which took over the rotating Commun- 
ity presidency for six months from July 1. The EEC-roember 
states must approve around 350 special directives setting the legal 
framework for the single market, when business and trade 
barriers between Community countries will be removed. So far, 
more than 90 directives have been finalised and Greece says it wilf 
push through another 30 during its presidency. The company law 
directive will smooth out differences between existing national 
legislation in EEC countries so that firms can be more easily- 
incorporated across the Community. Several EEC countries — 
Britain, Spain and the Netherlands — have been shortlisted for a 
European trademark centre to regulate standards for Commun- 
ity products. Diplomats said no decisions would be taken at 
today's meeting bnt that the commerce ministers would prepare 
guidelines for approval later. 

Import prices surge 2.7pc 

WASHINGTON, July 29, (AP): The price of imported goods, 
one of the main inflationary yardsticks in the US economy, rose 
2.7 per cent in the April- June quarter, the largest increase in more 
than a year, the government reported. The Labour Department 
said the second quarter rise followed a 1 ^ per cent increase in the 
January-March period and was the steepest since the 4.1 per cent 
jump in the first three months of 1987, which was attributed 
almost entirely to rising crude oil prices. Higher oil prices were 
also a significant contributor to the second quarter gain this year. 
Imported fuel and related products jumped 6.7 per cent from the 
first quarter. However, over the past year, they were down 12.7 
per cent. Excluding the effects of the jump in imported oil. second 
quarter prices rose 23 percent, in line with the average quarterly 
increase over the last three years. Sharp rises in metals and 
natural rubber led the climb. Iron and steel prices soared 35 per 
cent in the second quarter, while other metals rose 1 6 JS per cent. 
The price of imported nickel, a key ingredient in steel manufac- 
turing.sbot up 55.8 percent for the quarter and more than doubled 
in price during the past year. 

The price of natural robber climbed 32JB per cent for the 
quarter and was up 60 per cent from a year ago. Bill AJ term an, a 
Labour Department analyst, said the worldwide acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome epidemic is driving up natural 
rubber prices by increasing the demand for condoms and robber 
gloves. For the past year, import prices were up 63 percent. That 
compares with a 4.4 per cent mihmI rate of inflation in overall 
consumer prices since the beginning of 1987. The fall of the dollar 
from highs in early 1985, while improving the price competitive- 
ness of US goods overseas and helping to lower the US trade 
deficit, also has the effect of boosting the price of foreign goods in 
American markets. However, according to the report, the dollar 
played a substantially smaller role in driving np import prices than 
in previous quarters.

Inflation is not rising 
fast enough for Fed 
to boost interest rates 


WASHINGTON, July 29. 
(UPI): Federal Reserve Board 
chairman Alan Greenspan main- 
tains the “surprising” current 
inflation is not rising fast enough 
for the Central Bank to boost 
interest rates. 

Greenspan is assuring Con- 
gress and other interested part ies 
that the Fed will stay vigilant for 
signs of an economy growing loo 
fast, causing the labour and 
product shortages that force up 
prices, and is poised to lake 
strong action. 

Playing down the current 
inflation, however, was his 
theme as he testi fied on Thursday 
before the House Sub-committee 
on domestic monetary policy 
with his semi-annual Hwuphrey- 
Hawkins message. 

The Humphrey-Hawkins act. 
intended to promote full 
employment, requires the Fed 
chairman to talk to Congress 
twice a year on monetary growth 
projections. 

Prices 

Greenspan spoke one day 
after the government's gross 
national product report showed 
retail prices rose a faster-than- 
expected 4.7 per cent in the 
second quarter of the year, the 
biggest hike since the thiid quar- 
ter ofl 982. 

Government and private 
economists now predict prices 


will rise a disturbing 5 percent or 
more this year. 

Greenspan, choosing his 
words with caution, conceded he 
found “surprising the extent of 
the rate of inflation for the 
second quarter.” It emerged 
"somewhat larger than I would 
have expected.” he said. 

As chairman of the Central 
Bank, which controls interest 
rates by governing the How of 
money into the US economy, 
Greenspan is a key official in the 
fight against inflation. The Fed 
can fight price increases by res- 
tricting the growth of the money 
supply, driving up interest rales 
and slowing the economy. 

Consequently, financial mark- 
ets scrutinise everything Greens- 
pan reports, analysing his 
statements in search of clues on 
economic matters. 

Projections 

Greenspan told the House 
panel that previously stated 
monetary projections, calling for 
a gentle slowdown of money 
growth through 1989, remain in 
place. 

“The numbers continue to 
essentially indicate the economy 
has clearly ... sustained expan- 
sin.” he said. “We did not as a 
consequence have to review the 
Humphrey-Hawkins report,” 
which was written before release 
oftheGNP figures.

Officials call for progress 
at GATT ministerial meeting 


GENEVA. July 29, fReuter): 
Major trading nations today 
reported progress at GATT 
negotiations here, but officials 
urged ministers to accelerate 
efforts to break down trade 
barriers when they meet in Mon- 
treal in December, delegates 
said. 

Developing country delegates 
complained their interests in the 
14 areas being negotiated were 
being ignored. They cited a lack 
of firm progress in freeing up 
trade in tropical products and 
intellectual property (patents). 

The mixed review of the four- 
year Uruguay round of trade 
talks emerged from delegates 
who attended a closed-door 
meeting of the umbrella “group 
negotiating on goods” at the 
General Agreement on- Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT). 

Agriculture and service indus- 
tries have been made part of the 
105-nation GATT negotiations 
for the first lime. 

Agreement 

GATT Director-General 
Arthur Dunkel won agreement 
that each negotiating group's 
chair would outline concrete 
derisions for ministers to take at 
their Montreal meeting, 
delegates said. 

Tbe meeting, which opens on 
December 6. is a mid-term review 


of the negotiations, launched in 
September, 1986. 

US Ambassador Michael 
Samuels took the floor to ray his 
delegation saw the “glass as half 
full, not half empty.” The 
Reagan administration hoped 
ministers would reconcile major 
differences between proposals to 
liberalise farm trade. 

Tran Van-Thinh, head of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity delegation, said there was suf- 
ficient political will, but noted 
wise negotiators did not put all 
their cards on the table at first. 

Japanese trade ambassador 
Yoshio Hatano agreed substan- 
tial progress had been registered 
in a number of areas. 

But Rubens Ricupero, Brazil's 
ambassador, argued there were 
serious imbalances in the talks, 
disfavouring poor nations. 

Amarnath Varma. India's per- 
manent commercial secretary, 
said unless the course of the 
negotiations changed, there 
would be no meaningful out- 
come in Montreal. 

India, speaking on behalf of 
the developing countries, com- 
plained industrial country 
negotiators were going beyond 
the ministerial declaration at 
Punta del Este in their proposals 
for setting international rules on 
intellectual property.

WITS (Watani International 
Transfer Service) is a special US 
dollar clearing service, by which 
clients can use a computer ter- 
minal in their offices to send elec- 
tronic instructions directly to 
NBK New York branch for 
automatic and immediate execu- 
tion. 

Middle East based institutions 
with active US dollar accounts 
can use the WITS service to man- 
age their dollar cash position 
more closely and earn higher 
returns on liquid balances. 

NBK planned and developed 
the WITS system with custom- 
made software and specific com- 
puter applications developed in- 
house by NBK staff. To offer the 
WITS service, the NBK New 
York branch joined the Clearing 
House Interbank Payment Sys- 
tem, the Fed wire and SWIFT.

Central banks step in to stop surging dollar 


LONDON. July 29, (Reuter): 
Central bankers in the United 
States and Europe intervened 
aggressively in the currency 
markets today to cut short a sur- 
ging dollar rally. 

The intervention by the US 
Federal Reserve and the central 
banks of West Germany, Swit- 
zerland and the Netherlands sent 
the US currency tumbling, rever- 
sing a flood of investment and 
speculative money into dollar 
bank accounts and bonds. 

That flood had worried gover- 
nments. Some officials think it is 
out of control. 

The chief victim was the Deut- 
schemark. West Germany’s 
currency lost against the dollar 
and also hit a record low of 
1.4120 marks per 100 Japanese 
yen. 

Weak 

“The mark is basically weak 
against every other currency ... 
there is nothing the Bundesbank 
can do to support it at the 
moment." said Rein hard Pfeif- 
fer, chief dealer at DC Bank. 

European governments arc 
worried that a strong dollar will 
boost import prices and so stoke 
up inflation. Americans, mean- 
while worry that it wifi price US 
exports too high and threaten 


efforts to correct a huge trade 
deficit. 

These concerns were behind 
today’s centra! bank selling. 

Dealers said the intervention 
was timed for maximum impact. 

The dollar had climbed above 
1.88 West German marks by 
midday but shed two pfennigs 
when the central banks acted. 

The US Federal Reserve, in 
fact, intervened twice. 

The dollar later steadied above 
1.87 marks and 132.75 yen. and 
traded at SI. 71 io the British 
pound sterling. 

The dollar and pound had 
soared this week as investors 
moved to take advantage of 
relatively high US and British 
interest rates. The cost of borr- 
owing has been boosted in both 
countries lo slow consumer spen- 
ding and cool inflation. 

Flow 

West Germany tried to slow 
the flow of money into the dollar 
and pound — and a way from the 
mark — by raising a key interest 
rate on Thursday but had little 
effect in currency markets. It is 
especially concerned that a weak 
mark will boost inflation by rais- 
ing the price of imports. 

Gold, a Favoured hedge 
against inflation, slipped and 


then bounced higher as bullion 
was fixed in London at $436.80 
an ounce, up $4.05 from Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Investors in (he United StaLes 
seemed to shrug off the dollar’s 
gy rations. Steady oil and com- 
modity prices have eased infla- 
tion fears in the United States 
and helped boost Wall Street 
slocks again today. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose as much as 12.8 
points to a morning high of 
2.095. 13 after a 29-poim gain on 
Thursday. 

London shares were firm while 
the Tokyo and Frankfurt mark- 
ets closed higher. 

Surge 

Stockbrokers set ofT firecrack- 
ers loday outside Taiwan's Stock 
Exchange after the share price 
index rose above the 6,000-point 
barrier for the first time in its 26- 
year history. 

The index shot up 141.35 
points to dose at 6. 106. 15. Tur- 
nover amounted to 24.1 billion 
Taiwan dollars ($843 million), 
up from 22.7 billion Taiwan 
dollars t$794 million) on Thurs- 
day. 

The index rose 110.50 points 
on Thursday. . 

Of the 143 issues listed on the 


stock exchange. 64 posted the 
maximum gain of 3 jxr cent all- 
owed by the government. 

Traders attributed the surge to 
investor’s confidence in the plas- 
tics and banking sectors, which 
continued to lead the market. 

They said the market has 
soared on bullish sentiment in 
recen t week s and immediate pull- 
back seemed unlikely. 

In London, equity prices were 
at the day’s highs in late trading, 
assisted by gains on Wall Street 
and buying for the new account' 
which begins on Monday, 
dealers said. 

At 1513 GMT the FTSE 100 
share index was 9.9 up aL 1 ,851 .2 
on a turnover of 428.5 min

Firmer 

Interest in speculative stocks 
continual and dealers said recent 
investment buying interest from 
institutions also appeared to 
have picked up.

158 proposals 
approved for 
information 
technology 
projects 

BRUSSELS. Belgium, July 29. 
(AP); The European Economic 
Community today approved 158 
proposals' for research and 
development projects in infor- 
mation technology. 

“Negotiations are now start- 
ing with the companies, research 
institutes and universities 
involved and the first contracts 
should be signed in the autumn, 
the EEC commission said. 

The 158 projects, picked from 
650 entries, are part of a five- 
year, $3 .6-billion programme on 
a 50-50 basis by the EEC and 
industry. 

The programme, worth 3.2 
billion European Currency 
Units, must allow EEC industry 
to catch up with US and Japan- 
ese competitors who put 
“increasing resources into 
research and development’* of 
information technology, the 
commission said. 

Cost 

The 158 approved projects 
cost 1.56 billion ECUs ($1.7 
billion). 

The commission initially bud- 
geted 600 million ECUs ($672 
million) for them. But it raised 
this to 780 million ECUs ($874 
million), due to “the high quality 
of the proposals, the industrial 
commitment underlying them 
and the urgency of the work 
proposed,” the commission said. 

Subject lo the contract talks, 
148 of the 158 projects, will be 
carried out by small and mid- 
sized companies. 

The projects are collectively 
known as ESPRIT II, which 
stands for European Strategic 
Programme for Research and 
Development in Information 
Technology. 

Together with its smaller 
predecessor. ESPRIT I which 
was launched in 1984, it 
represented a cost of 5.8 billion 
ECUs ($6.5 billion).

HARARE, July 29. (Reuter); 
Zimbabwe's Finance Minister 
Bernard Chidzero has once again 
promised economic reform but 
acknowledged the government is 
not yet ready to bile the bullet. 

For the fourth successive year 
Chidzero announced on Thurs- 
day a neutral, standstill budget 
for the fiscal year ending June 30. 
1989 with no fundamental 
reforms. 

It contained little evidence — 
other than promises of future 
action — of progress towards 
eliminating the Southern 
African country's deep-sealed 
budget deficit. 

Although he announced the 
deficit would hold steady at nine 
per cent of the country’s econ- 
omic activity as measured by 
gross domestic producL (GDP), 
he acknowledged the national 
debt would rise more than a 
billion dollars ($550 million) For 
the fourth year in a row. 

Debt 

This would boost lhe national 
debt to 7 5 per cent of GDP from 
less than 50 per cent in 1 98 1/2. 

Chidzero said the current 
year's budget deficit was 
“unavoidably and unacceptably 
higher" at 1.15 billion dollars 
($633 million). 

But he said he had little room 
for fiscal manoeuvre after lifting 
a nine-month wage and price 
freeze and because of growing 
subsidy commitments and slow 
revenue growth. 


China border region sees 
mini-boom from Soviet trade 


HARBIN. China. July 29, 
(Reuter): China's poor inland 
regions are enjoying a mini- 
boom in trade with the Soviet 
Union as the two communist 
neighbours mend fences after 
decades or hostility. 

Peking has given its border 
regions the nod to trade with the 
Soviet Union directly, bypassing 
central authorities who once 
monopolised commerce, in the 
hope this will give fagging inland 
economies a boost. 

Inland areas like this north- 
eastern province of Heilong- 
jiang, which shares a 3,000-km 
( 1 ,800-mile) border with the 
Soviet Union, arc looking to reap 
the profits. 

Optimistic 

“I am very optimistic about 
the Soviet border trade," Liang 
Rong, an official with Heilong- 
jiang’s department or economic 
relations and trade told a Reuter 
correspondent on a recent visit. 
“This is what we both need.” 

Beijing insists that political 
links with Moscow, strained 
more than 25 years ago by a rift 
over ideology and foreign policy, 
cannot be fully restored until the 
Soviet Union withdraws troops 
from its border and Soviet- 
backed Vietnam ends its occupa- 
tion of Kampuchea. 

But trade, economic and cul- 
tural lies have been growing. 

Officials in the provincial 
capital Harbin said the Soviet 
Union was buying corn, 
soybeans, beef, industrial 
machinery and a wide range or 
badly needed consumer goods 
from the province. China was 
importing limber, fertiliser, steel 
and chemicals. 

Like Lhe Lradeconducied at the 
central government level, no 


cash changes hands. 

“We calculate the value of the 
goods in Swiss francs but the 
trade is on barter basis.” said 
Liang. “We are both short of 
foreign currency." 

From next to nothing last year, 
the province's direct trade with 
the Soviet Union surged to 40 
million Swiss francs($26 million) 
during the first five months of 
this year. 

The official New China News 
Agency said that China's total 
trade with the Soviet Union rose 
32 per cent in the first half of this 
year to $1.3 billion. 

That is still only a tiny fraction 
of China's overall Lradc but it 
reveals the easing of Sino-Soviet 
friction. 

“This is part of the gradual 
repairing of lies between China 
and the Soviet Union." said a 
Western diplomat. “There is 
room for further expansion of 
contacts in this area." 

The northern regions of Xin- 
jiang and inner Mongolia as well 
as Jilin province, all bordering 
the Soviet Union, and dirt-poor 
Gansu have been given similar 
authority to trade. 

Potential 

Harbin city and Heilongjiang 
provincial officials said they saw 
potential for sales of consumer 
goods, in short supply in the 
Soviet Union. 

“We are talking with* the 
Soviets about shipping beer," 
said a senior official at the Har- 
bin brewery. "The main question 
now is the price.” 

Authorities in charge of the 
new’ loll bridge across the Son- 
ghua river, which flows by Har- 
bin, said they expected rising 
trade to mean more traffic and 
higher toll revenue. 


Seventy-seven Chinese work- 
ers are now growing water 
melons and tomatoes and other 
produce on the Soviet side of the 
border, in the first export of 
labour in the cross-border trade. 

“If this works, we’ll do more.” 
said Liang. 

So far the province’s trade 
must be conducted through three 
cities — Suifenho, Tongjiang 
and Heiho — that serve as border 
crossing paints. But six more 
cities have already been 
approved for use by the State 
Council (cabinet) and are expec- 
ted to speed border traffic in Lhe 
near future. 

“Beijing is trying to remove 
obstacles to trade,” said a Wes- 
tern diplomat. “If the local auth- 
orities can manage it. the central 
government wont interfere.” 

Investment 

Diplomats said that the free 
hand may also have the added 
benefit of deflecting criticism of 
Beijing's policy of speeding 
development along the wealthier., 
coastal regions. 

China’s leaders have been 
pushing to develop the coastal 
areas because these have the best 
potential for attracting foreign 
investment and technical expert- 
ise. 

“This shows the open policy is 
for everybody, not just the 
coast,” said a Western diplomat. 

Chinese officials concede there 
are limits to commercial ties with 
the Soviet Union. 

The New China News Agency 
quot^J officials as complaining 
about poor quality Soviet goods 
and the inflexible business prac- 
tices of their Soviet counterparts. 

“Negotiations can last for 
over a year and then come to 
nothing,” the agency said. 


Three more US companies 
announce increased profits 


NEW YORK. July 29, (OPEC- 
NA): Three more US oil com- 
panies have reported sharp 
increases in their earnings for the 
second quarter, with gains in 
refining and marketing opera- 
tions compensating for lower 
returns from crude oil produc- 
tion. 

Texaco on Wednesday repor- 
ted a quadrupling oFils profits, 
buoyed by the sale of a sub- 
sidiary, while Philips Petroleum 
and Chevron also announced 
sharply higher results. 

The earnings reported by the 
companies continued a trend 
which emerged earlier this week 
when seven companies reported 
substantial rises in second-quar- 
ter revenues. 

The companies managed to 
prosper, despite a drop of more 
than $1 .25 a barrel in the average 
cost of oil in the second quarter, 
compared with the same period 
in 1987. 

But some analysts and energy 
company executives believe that 
the decline in crude oil prices 
which has continued in Lhe 
current quarter could hurt the 
profitability of oil companies 
later in the year. 

Income 

Texaco reported a net income 
of $527 million, or $2.1 7 u share 
for the same quarter last year. 

The increase was principally 
attributed to (he $1.20 billion 
sale of its West German sub- 
sidiary. Deutsche Texaco, which 
resulted in a gain of$301 million. 

However, the company’s 
income from continuing opera- 
tions was up by 75 per cent with 
revenues rising by 1 0.5 percent to 
$9.40 billion from 8.50 billion in 
1987. 

Texaco managed a small gain 
in domestic exploration and 
production, from 541 to 44 


million, largely due to an 
increase in natural gas sales. 

Worldwide, the company’s 
earnings from exploration and 
production operations fell to 
$178 million form 206 million. 

Corporate and non-operating 
expenses rose to $252 million 
from 98 million with the com- 
pany slating the cost of emerging 
from bankruptcy together with a 
proxy fight with Carl C. Icahn. 

Phillips Petroleum reported a 
net income of$l 70 million, or 72 
cents a share, up from three 
million in 1987, which represen- 
ted a loss of one cent a share after 
paying preferred dividends. 
Revenues rose by 9.1 per cent 
from 2.64 to 2.88 billion. 

Earnings 

The company said its earnings 
were lifted by gains of $27 million 
in foreign currency dealings. 

Profits from refining and 
marketing more than doubled 
due to a sharp fall in production 
costs. 

Company shares in New York 
on Wed nesday closed up 50 cents 
to 517. 

Chevron announced earnings 
of $520 million, or $1 .52 a share, 
up by 45.3 percent from the 358 
million or $1 .04 a share, recorded 
in the second quarter of 1 987. Its 
revenues were unchanged at 7.30 
billion. 

The results were boosted by 
$ 1 77 million in asset sales includ- 
ing the company’s investment hi 
Amax Inc. and 20 per cent of its 
production operations in 
Angola. 

The company recorded a 
dramatic turnaround in its refin- 
ing and marketing operations, 
converting a loss of $6 million in 
the second q ua rter of 1 987 to a 9 1 
million profit. 

In New York, Chevron’s 
shares rose by 50 cents to close at

RABAT, July 2V, (Reuter): The 
head of the International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) met Moroc- 
can" Prime Minister Azzedine 
Laraki today lo review an econ- 
omic reform programme finan- 
ced by the IMF and World Bank. 

Government sources said 
IMF director-general Michel 
Camdessus welcomed a number 
ofliberalisation measures which 
have helped contribute ton sharp 
turnaround in Morocco's econ- 
omic fortunes over the last two 
years. 

The IMF-sponsored pro- 
gramme was adopted in 1985 and 
aims to revitalise tiie economy 
through privatisation of mon- 
olithic state-run companies, 
removal of trade harriers, cuts in 
state subsidies and tightening 
spending limits. 

Measures 

Government sources say the 
reform measures are working, 
with economic growth this year 
forecast at five per cent and the t 
budget deficit reduced from 18 
per cent of gross domestic 
prod uct to eight per cent. 

In addition .Central Bank 
governor Ahmed Bennani, who 
also met Camdessus, says the 
country is now meeting all 
repayments on its $17 billion of 
debt and no more rescheduling is 
needed after a third round was 
completed in March 1987. ' 

Morocco’s financial problems 
stem from a combination in the 
early 1980s of poor harvests, low 
prices for its main export of phos- 
phate and a leap in petrol prices 
and interest rates.

Drought shouldn’t hurt US role 
as food exporter, says Lyng 4 


CHICAGO, July 29. (AP): The 
current drought one of the big- 
gest disasters ever to strike US 
farmers, shouldn't threaten the 
nation’s role as an exporter of 
food. Agriculture Secretary 
Richard Lyng said yesterday. 

“This year, even though our 
crops are way down, combining 
our crops with our carryover, 
we’ll have an ample supply for 
both our domestic and our 
export needs,” Lyng said at an 
Illinois- Japan agricultural trade 
conference.' V" 

He said US suppliers should 
make reliability their top priority 
in selling products to countries 
such as Japan, which he praised 
as “our best customer.” 

Imports 

The Japanese depend on 
imports for 50 per cent of their 
food and are the nation's biggest 
single agricultural buyer. They 
are expected to purchase $6.5 
billion in US agricultural 
products this year, according to 
spokesman Mark Randal of the 
Illinois Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

“If you think about Japan's 


huge purchases from the United 
States and their dependence 
upon us, we must make it clear 
that ... even in a year when we 
have a drought, that we will not 
restrict exports to protect pur- 
chases within our own country,” 
Lyng said in his 1 5-minute talk to 
about 200 people at the con- 
ference, sponsored by the State 
Agriculture Agency and the 
Japan Economic Institute of 
-America Inc. • 

“It’s absolutely essential that 
we assure Japan that we willhave 
enough, that we will be responsi- 
ble," he added. 

Lyng commended the Japan- 
ese for signing agreements recen- 
tly that dismantle many of the 
trade barriers to US products 
such as beef, citrus fruits, juices, 
icecream, processed cheeses and 
sugar-based products. 

Aggressive 

“I compliment the Japanese 
for their effort to modernise and 
update and improve their 
access,” he said at a news con- 
ference after his talk. 

“It’s not easy for them to do 
that ... and I think we owe them a 


word of thanks.” . 

Nobuo Matsunaga. Japanese 
ambassador to the United States, 
said Americans need to be 
aggressive in their marketing 
efforts to his country, because 
there are many foreign com- 
petitors. 

He reiterated Lyng's call for 
reliability, noting that US export 
restrictions in the past are still 
recalled as a “bitter experience.”

Brady likely choice to replace Baker

WASHINGTON. July 29. 
( Reuter): Nicholas Brady, a Wall 
Street executive who chaired a 
presidential panel on last 
October’s slock crash, is the lik- 
ely choice to replace James Baker 
as Treasury Secretary after his 
expected resignation, US 
officials said today. 

Baker's resignation to head 
Vice-President George Bush’s 
presidential campaign has been 
expected for weeks. It was not 
known exactly when Bakerplan- 
ned to quit but published reports 
have said it will come before the 
August 15-18 Republican Party 
national convention in New 
Orleans. 

An administration official, 
who asked not to be identified, 
confirmed the basic elements of a 
New York Times story that 
Brady was the likely choice. 


“He sat the top of the list,” the 
official told Reuters. 

But he said there had been no 
meetings with President Reagan 
on the subject and he stressed 
that the President had not made a 
decision. 

Edge 

The official said Secretary of 
State George Shultz was promot- 
ing his deputy, John Whitehead, 
for the treasury post but that 
Brady had the edge. 

Brady, the bead of Dillon 
Read and Company, chaired a 
presidential panel that studied 
the October 1 987 stock crash and 
issued a report generally credited 
with calming Wall Street fears. 

He had a brief spell in the US 
Senate in 1982, serving the 
remainder of a term of a New 
Jersey member. 

Bush and White House spokes- 


man Marlin Filzwater refused lo 
comment on either Baker's 
expected resignation or Brady's 
appointment. 

“I really don’t have anything 
lo say about that one.” Bush told 
reporters after posing outside the 
While House for photographers 
with visiting West German 
politician Franz JoscfStrauss. 

Successor 

Fitzwater. in his daily briefing, 
would only say: "Secretary 
Baker is on the job. Wedon’t talk 
about a successor while we still 
have a Treasury Secretary.” 

The New York Times said the 
strongest selling point for Brady, 
a Bush confidant with strong 
support among many influential 
White House officials, may be his 
ties to wall Street and his 
cautious nature. 




Foreign investment in US on the rise 


WASHINGTON. July 29. (AP): 
Direct holdings in the United 
States by foreign investors have 
more than tripled since 1980, 
with increases likely to continue 
through the end of the century, 
according to a private study. 

"An unprecedented transfer 
of American assets to foreign 
control is under way.” said the 
study by the Congressional 
Economic Leadership Institute, 
released on Wednesday. 

The study said that since 1980, 
foreign direct investment in the 
United Stales has expanded by 
more than 215 per cent while 
American investment abroad 
jumped by only one-fifth that 
rate. 

And the pace of foreign invest- 1 
mem is expected to accelerate, 
the study said, with foreign 
buyouts in 1988 expected lo 
make upasmuch aslOpercentof 
aJl USacquisitions.upfrom5per 
cent in 1987. 

“We have to be very, very 
careful about selling uiT the real 
wealth of this country in order to 


meet short-term cash needs,” 
said Democratic congress- 
woman Marcy Kaptur. who 
appeared at a news conference to 
unveil the study. 

Investment 

. However, the report said that 
in absolute terms, foreign invest- 
ments account for only 5 percent 
to 6 per cent of total US assets. 

Among the report's other find- 
ings: 

— Foreign investors now own 
10 per cent of the US manufac- 
turing base, with majority 
interest in the concrete and con- 
sumer electronics industries and 
significant portions of machine 
tools, chemicals and auto parts. 

— More than 25 per cent of ail 
commercial and industrial loans 
in the United States are owed to 
foreign banks. 

— Nearly 3 million Americans 
are employed Tull- or part-time as 
a result of foreign in vestment* up 
from only 1.1 million 10 years 
ago. Foreign affiliates account 
for 7 per cent of US manufactur- 
mgjobs. 


. — Most foreign direct outlays 
in the United Stales are to 
acquire existing businesses 
rather than to establish new ones. 

And more than 12.5 million 
acres (5 million hectares) or farm 
land in 49 states are owned bv 
foreigners, about I percent.

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AGASSI STRUGGLES PAST PUGH 


Smith surprises Lendl 


STRATTON, Vermont, July 29, ■ 
(UPI): Unknown Roger Smith of 
the Bahamas scored an upset 6-2. 
6-3 victory over Ivan Lendl, the 
world No. I, in the second round 
of the Volvo International tennis 
tournament. 

Lendl could not handle 
Smith’s booming serve and had 
his own. serve broken five times. 
He fell behind 5-0 in the second 
set, saved five match points, then 
netted a service return on the 
sixth match poinL 

Smith, 24, struggled with his 
shots and his emotions when he 
had the chance to put away the 
US Open champion. 

“I was very, very nervous,” 
admitted Smith, whose match- 
point mistakes, included netting 
an easy overhead. “Use any word 
but 'choke'." 

Lendl, 28, was playing in his 
first tournament since Wim- 
bledon, where he reached the 
semifinals. In the past year he has 
had knee surgery and a pulled 
shoulder muscle which affected 
his play earlier this summer. 

_ . Tr y 

‘You just can’t play well ah 
the time anymore,” he said. 
"You just have to try to lime 
your form, and peak at the right 
time.” 

Following Lendl’s loss to 
Smith, the ATP calculated that 
he would lose his top ranking to 
Wimbledon champion Stefan 
Ed berg when the new rankings 
are released next Monday. The 
information was ihen released by 
the Men’s Tennis Council. 

But after rechecking the 
figures, the ATP said Lendl 
would retain his No. .1 ranking 
for the 151st straight week. ATP 
spokesman Greg Sharko said 
Lendl will lead Edbergin the new

computer rankings, 149.71 to 
140.93. 

If Lendl can retain his No. 1 
spot until Oct 3. be will break 
Jimmy Connors’ record of 159 
straight weeks at the Lop of the 
rankings. 

Lendl’s streak began Sept 9, 
1985. after he beat John McEn- 
roe in Lhe US Open final. 

Since the rankings started in 
1 973, only six players have been 
ranked No. 1 — Hie Nastase. 
John Newcombe, Connors and 
Bjorn Borg, McEnroe and 
Lendl. 

Meanwhile, second-seeded 
Andre Agassi used a change in 
tactics to salvage a 3-6, 6-3, 6-4 
victory yesterday over No. 16 
Jim Pugh and advance to the 
quarterfinals. 

In other third-round action. 


Smith downed qualifier Eric 
Amend, ranked No. 999. 6- 1 , 6-4. 

Agassi, ranked No. 5. strug- 
gled in the first set. making 
numerous unforced errors and 
letting Pugh win most of their 
hard- hitting baseline rallies. The 
18-year-old from Las Vegas. 
Nev., then switched tacucs and 
began hitting looping ground- 
strokes. which were particularly 
difficult for Pugh, who hits with 
two hands on both sides. 

"He was counter-punching 
real well, explained Agassi. “I 
was just hitting it hard, hard, 
hard, so 1 decided to slow it 
down. 

"1 threw up a few above his 
shoulders and he began thinking 
about it and f got back into the 
match. He takes a real long 
swing, down low (on ground- 


strokes I, and he couidn'L do that 
on the high ones." said Agassi. 

‘’If I’m not winning one way. 
I m able to change it up." be said . 
"Two years ago I would havejust 
kept hitting it hard." 

Agassi played on the US Davis 
Cup team which won in Argen- 
tina during the weekend. 

"It meant so much to play 
there and win," he said, but the 
resulting 1 8 hours of travel and 
the switch from clay to hardcoun 
makes this “a tough week to 
play." 

Smith, ranked No. 150, was 
wary of being caught in a post- 
victory letdown after the biggest 
triumph of his life.

“It was very tough. I just tried 
to play solid. I didn't want to 
make stupid mistakes," said 
SmiLh. “lL was very difficult not 
10 think about the match with 
Lendl.

Nutrn, who frustrated Tate 
early in the fight with constant 
movement, showed his punching 
power to Tate and a crowd of 
about 4,000 at Caesars Palace in 
Las Vegas. 

“They told me to get mean and 
I did” Nunn said of the sudden 
display of power. “I psyched 
mysel f out to get mean." 

Gomez bids for 
fourth crown 

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., July 29, 
(Reuter): Saying he is “going to 
shake the world,” three-time 
world champion boxer Wilfredo 
Gomez will end his 26-month 
retirement and begin bis 
comeback bid for a fourth crown 
on Saturday. . 

Ignoring pleas to retire from 
his family, former handlers, 
friends and fight fans in his 
native Puerto Rico, the 30-year- 
old Gomez will meet Mexico’s 
Mario Gonzalez in a 10-round 
lightweight bout

do this,” said Gomez, who had to 
lose 23 kg to reach the 61 -kg 
lightweight limiL 


Nunn looked much like his 
idol.

Tate was 
never able to land any big pun- 
ches of his own and seemingly 
couldn't get untracked. 

Tate, who lost for the first time 
as a professional, said he had 
trouble making the weight limit, 
losing almosL 20 pounds in train- 
ing for the fight .

The unbeaten Nunn, mean- 
while, may be looking to some 
big paydays in fights to unify the 
splintered middleweight title. 

“You saw a new star in boxing 
tonight," promoter Bob Arum 
said. “The next big superstar in 
boxing was born lonighL" 

Nunn, in control through 
eight rounds, stunned Tate with a 
left-right to the body just before 
the bell.

Olympics 
will be safe, 
says top US 
policeman 

SEOUL. July 29, (Reuter): The 

man who successfully policed the 

Los Angeles Olympics put his 
seal of approval on security for 
the Seoul Games today and criti- 
cised the American media for dis- 
torting South Korea's interna! 
strife. 

William Rathburn. deputy 
chief of the Los Angeles police, 
told reporters after a three-day 
inspection tour of Seoul’s Olym- 
picfacifities that he had been very 
impressed with security arran- 
gements. 

"People can come to Seoul 
with the recognition that they 
will be safe and secure,” he said. 
"There is no question that there 
is a security challenge but the 
government has responded to 
that challenge and provided 
adequate security.” 

Rathburn, who has been ad- 
vising South Korean authorities 
on Olympic security since 1 985. 
said he was disturbed by reports 
that American spectators would 
stay away from the Games, 
which starts on September 17. 
because they have been alarmed 
by media accounts of student 
demonstrations. 

Problems 

“The press in Lhe United Slates 
has given me a distorted view of 
the problems in Seoul." he said. 
“It is very sad that some people 
will not come to the Olympics 
because of this." 

Rathburn made it clear that 
his only real concern about 
Olympic security was that it 
might be too tight for comfort. 

“f have discussed with Lhe 
South Korean police." he said, 
“The proper balance between 
good security and the free flow of 
people who have come to watch 
and participate in Lhe Games. 

“But the police assured me 
that they had done their research 
properly and that there were 
enough spectator entrances to 
ensure that there will be no ugly 
scenes involving people who are 
unable to en ter venues because of 
security checks." 

Model 

Rathburn, who also advised 
various committees during Win- 
ter Olympics and the 1 986 Com- 
monwealth Games, said South 
Korean police had used Los 
Angeles as a model for their 
operations “and in many ways 
have improved on it." 

He praised arrangements at 
the athletes’ and press villages in 
Seoul, saying: “Security there 
has been enhanced by purpose- 
built apartment blocks."

Spinks earned SI 3.5 million for 
the Tyson fight and some 525 
million throughout his career. 

Work 

At one point during the press 
conference Spinks, who said he 
would work with Lewis in 
developing other athletes, was 
draped with at least four cham- 
pionship bells and the Olympic 
gold medal. 

Spinks, who has a daughter by 
his late fiancee, said "maybe 1'U 
get the best father award next 
year." 

Futch. the other consistent 
touch of class in Spinks' camp, 
praised the fighter for being easy 
to work with and agreed that 
Spinks should retire. 

“He has nowhere else to go," 
Futch said. 

"God bless you Michael," said 
the 77-year-old Futch. “May the 
wind always be at your back."
